Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on.

Stato official] have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm aUU 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will be licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the state 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the issue. Sponsors of displays in DCS 
Plalncs. Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
Now Mclrosc Fireworks Display Co. of 
Hunllcy, III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of thr com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Cer.Ifl- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclrosc to operate In Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


RICHARD DORDAND. assistant to the 


flro marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Mclrosc plant. The company lust week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, sold Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strlckgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium In Evanston and 
Soldier Field In Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons 


"If tlic shows can't be shot, take my 


word for It: all those 2 million people arc 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at " 


Sgl. John Tyrcll of the McHcnry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said ho found "fla- 
grant violations" when Inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailer packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
jiic of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4 He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't " 


Dor-band said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Mclrosc operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the vil- 


lage's fireworks ordinance "There's no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said. 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
mil go ahead with New Mclrosc because 
it's too late to switch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have Umc to change to somebody 
else," he said. yWe will take a longer 
look at it next >ear, though."

The Dlst. 21 Borrd of Education last 


Thursday night approved a budget of 
$13240.266 for the coming 1974-75 fiscal 
year. It Is $1.580.036 higher than the cur- 
rent $11,660.210 budget. 


THE TAX RKI.ir.F for residents Is due 


mainly to (lie dramatic Incrcmc In the 
assessed valuation of the district, that In- 
cludes Wheeling. Buffalo Grove and por- 
tions of Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect. 


For (he past several yean, DM. 21 has 


had the lowest assessed valuation of area 
school districts However, the assessed 
valuation of the district Incrcacd from 
$153 million to 3214 million last year. 


raising the amount of local tax revenue 
to schools. 


There were few questions raised on the 


budget during the public hearing last 
Thursday night bcfoic the school board 
voted to adopt It. One woman questioned 
the S15.000 allotted for In-service training 
for teachers. 


Dlst 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said besides 


these funds, which will be used to bring 
In personnel from outside the district for 
teacher training projects, curriculum 
coordinators paid b> (he district also will 
provide Instructions In the form of work- 
shops several times during the voar. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD'S plans for 


landscaping local schools also were ques- 
tioned. The board earlier this year 
awarded a $7,500 contract to McFazcan 
and Evcrly, Ltd., planners and landscape 
architects, to draw up a master plan for 
landscaping local schools. 


Corruption probe enters 
'new phase,' U.S. reveals

The continuing federal Investigation 


into official corruption In Wheeling has 
entered n new phase. Assistant U.S. Atty. 
Howard Stone said. 


"We're now moving Into stages of get- 


ting additional lead* after getting rid of 
the major Influences out there," said 
Stone, one of the two government prose- 
cutors In the case. 


Four of six former and present offi- 


cial* Indicted as a result of I he in- 
vestigation already have been convicted 
on n variety of charges. Including ex- 
tortion, consplrac), perjury and Income 
tax evasion. 


STONE INDICATED that the govern- 


ment expects to get some leads through 
the cooperation of those persons who al- 
ready have been convicted. 


Former Trustee Michael Valvnza. how- 


ever, apparently Is the only official con- 
victed In the case who Is cooperating 
with the government. !!li cooperation 
was disclosed on Jan. 31. when Vnlcnia 
testified before a federal grand Jury that 
no had been granted Immunity from fur- 
ther prosecutions. That samu day he and 
flvo others were arrested In the zoning 
extortion scheme. 


Government prosecutor* hnvo said Ihnt 


both William Dlcbcr. former Wheeling 


building director, and Jnmcs Stavros, 
former Wheeling Tuwnshlp Democratic 
cummlttccman, refused to cooperate In 
providing additional information to the 
U S Attorney's office. 


In a related case, the government also 


has Indicated that It has received cooper- 
ation from Willis Clnrk, the president of 
Country Service and Supply Co. of North- 
brook. Clark was charged in May with 
filing a false Income tax return as part 
of a scheme to launder a $40,000 payoff 
extorted from a Wheeling developer by 
Stnvrni In HT70. Clark pleaded guilty and 
Is scheduled to be sentenced July 1C. 


UIIILE STONE SAID the government 


will follow up any leads, he said the local 
community should take n more active 
role In the continuing Investigation He 
indicated that more citizens should be 
willing to come forward to provide leads, 
and said that a local Investigation might 
result from the cases already presented 
in federal court. 


"We're hoping that the active citizenry 


will take steps to help themselves," he 
said. "We're not a police department." 


Stone, however, made It clear that the 


federal probe has not ended in Wheeling. 
"I don't think our Job Is done," he said. 
"We're continuing with whatever leads

"I WAS SHOCKED," said Trustee Al- 


bert Lang. "I thought it was a slap on 
tho wrist. I thought It was a very light 


sentence, and I had expected more. I 
think anyone who violates the public 
trust should be severely punished. I don't 
think anyone should really have to go to 
jail, but I don't think that any of these 


were really severe sentences." 


Lang said he thinks Dlebcr's sentence 


Is out of line with tlte punishment given 
to others Involved in the caso "in light of 
the Involvement he had." 


A local businessman said his custom- 


ers echoed Lang's sentiments. "Most of 
them can't believe it. They just can't be- 
lieve that that is how justice works," he 
said. 


Wdllam Rogers, chairman of the envi- 


ronmental commission, said he also had 
expected Biebcr to get a longer prison 
term. "I was anticipating a longer sen- 
tence and some kind of fine, primarily 
because if one looks at this thing, it has 
been going on for years and the charges 
arc many," he said. 


"According to our system, a man gets 


a year sentence and he can get parole in 
four months. That hardly says anything 
for our svstem of justice," he said. 


ROGERS. HOWEVER, said that the 


sentence given Stavros is ever, more dis- 
turbing He noted that Stavros was ac- 
cused of extorting more than $300,000 
from area developers, money which he 
will be able to keep. 


"That's still something like $60,000 for 


each year In jail," Rogers said. "It

It is things like Inflation and 
the economy. Inflation has certainly cut 
back the disposable income of every per- 
son in this area." 


Crano said he sees the need now for 


persons to speak out and to assure good 
legislators remain in office. 


"Many of the people who have In- 


dicated they have the greatest degree of 
concern in ethics and politics," he said, 
"arc sitting this one out." 


Crane's comments on other issues: 
• There is little chance the U.S. Army 


will reverse Its decision to keep the Ar- 
lington Heights Nike base for military 
operations. Crane said he could not sec 
any reversal of the decision In the near 
future. 


"I'M DISAPPOINTED." Crane said of 


the decision. "Arlington Heights has a 
real shortage of open space. But I don't 
think there's much of a recourse at this 
juncture." 


Crane added that If the Army docs not 


need the entire site it could still donate a 
slice of It for use as open space. 


In that case, the representative added, 


the property could be. donated to the 
State of Illinois and the state could oper- 
ate it for all area residents. That, he 
said, would eliminate the donation to a 
single park district or any other small 
government unit, which then could 
charge higher fees to residents living out 
of the district, even though their tax dol- 
lars have gone to maintain the Nike situ. 


"THERE ARE A sizable number of re- 


servists in this area," Crane said in ex- 
plaining why the Army decided to retain 
the site. "Finding an area where you can 
accommodate these people with the least 
amount of trouble is important." 


Crane said he will be meeting with 


government officials and area village of- 
ficials Wednesday to discuss the Nike 
site decision, The meeting will be in the 
Arlington Heights Village Hall. 


• On other fronts, Crane said he was 


surprised that the Illinois Supreme Court 
upheld the Regional Transit Authority 
(RTA) vote. A Lake County judge chal- 
lenged the RTA ballot, claiming it called 
only for a yes or a no vote and did not 
give any description of what approval of 
ItTA would mean for residents. 


"Personally. I'm very much against 


the RTA." Crane said. "I think it does 
short change the suburban areas."

A large majority of Northwest subur- 


ban voters recognize the name of U.S. 
Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, but less than 
half know he is their congressman, ac- 
cording to a poll conducted for Crane's 
Democratic opponent, Betty Spence. 


According to B. J. Bond, head of the 


public relations firm working in Mrs. 
Spcncc's 12th District campaign, more 
than 70 per cent of those polled said they 
recognized Crane's name, but only about 
•15 per cent were able to identify him as 
their congressman. Crane won reelection 
In 1972 by a margin of nearly 75 per cent. 


The telephone poll of a statistically 


random survey of 585 persons 
also 


showed that Watergate and the economy 
are the two most important issues to vot- 
ers, Miss Bond said. In addition, the ma- 
jority of those polled labeled themselves 
political independents rather than Re- 
publicans or Democrats, according to 
Miss Bond. 


Reacting to the poll's results Friday, 


Mrs. Spence said, "I think this survey is 
going to have a tremendous impact on 
the district. It shows the district is 
changing. This is what we felt and it's 
true." 


MRS. SPENCE ADDED, "It shows we 


have a chance — it's not overwhelming, 
but it's worth working on." 


Results of the poll were announced Fri- 


day to about 45 of Mrs. Spence's suppor- 
ters in her campaign headquarters in 
Palatine. The poll, according to Miss 
Bond, shows "If we all work hard and 
put the money in the campaign that we 
liave to have, Betty Spence is going to be 
a winner." 


Other results of the poll show: 
• 41 percent of those polled agreed 


with the statement "Those in govern- 
ment office don't really care about us." 
2".!) nor cent said government is indiffer- 
ent to them, and l!(i.8 per cent said gov- • 
ernmcnt caros about them. 


• Nearly 45 per cent of those polled

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Gunman kills Mrs. Martin Luther King, Sr.

Mrs. Martin Luther King, Sr., the 


mother of slain civil rights worker and 
Nobel Peace prize laureate Martin Lu- 
ther King, was shot to death while she 
played the organ at famed Ebcnczcr 
Baptist Church In Atlanta, Sunday. 


Mrs. King was killed by a 21-year-old 


bliick man with a gun In each hand and 
"orders from God" to kill. In the shoot- 
ing mclec, a deacon of the church was 
also killed and a woman parishioner was 
wounded. 


Police Identified the gunman as Mar- 


cus Wayne Chcnault of Dayton, Ohio who 
.<uld he camo to Atlanta to kill Martin 
Luther King. Sr. the pastor of the 
church, but killed his 70-year-old wife In- 
stead "because she was nearest to him." 


Chcnault later told Investigators he 


shot Mrs. King and others because "they 
were worshipping false Idols." 


The killer leaped to his feet as the 


choir and congregation were singing the 
Lord's Prnye.-. whipped out two revolv- 
ers and opened fire, screaming and 
cursing, lie shot Mrs. King, then leaped 
into the choir stall and began firing wild- 
ly. 


Churchgoers dived under pews until 


they heard the guns click empty, then 


Mrs. Martin 
Luther King, Sr. 


pursued the gunman to the back of the 
church, wrestled him to the floor, and 
subdued him. One of the first to reach 
Chcnault was Derek King, one of the 
slain woman's grandsons. 


The violent death of Mrs. King follow- 


ed the violent deaths of both her sons. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. was gunned 
down in Memphis, Tcnn. and A. D. King 
drowned. 


Mrs. King died of a bullet wound In the 


right side of her head one half hour after 
the shooting at Grady Hospital. Edward 
Bnykin, 69. a deacon of the church, was 
also pronounced dead at the hospital and

Paint happy fiscal year red 


Today marks the beginning of Fiscal 1975 — the 12-month 


period the government uses for accounting purposes — and, 
not surprisingly, the administration is already counting on a 
big budget deficit. In the 23 fiscal years since 1950, the feder- 
al budget has shown a surplus only six times. In the other 19 
years, the government has spent more for federal programs 
than It has collected through taxes and other revenues.

Israel moves to halt runaway inflation

Popular N.Y. discotheque burns., 24 die 


PORT CHESTER, N.V. (UPI) - A 


fire swept through a jammed dis- 
cotheque on the New York-Connecticut 
border Sunday, killing 24 persons and in- 
juring at least 30 more. 


The fire apparently flashed through 


from an adjoining building spreading 
blinding, choking fumes across 
the 


crowded dance floor. Some of the victims 
may have died when heavy air condi- 
tioning units on top of the one-story 
nightclub crashed on to the dance floor 
crushing many of the young people who 
only minutes before had been dancing at 
the popular club — Gulliver's restaurant. 


At least a half dozen pairs of charred 


shoes were found on the stairway leading 
to the dance1 floor from the upper level 
—left there by patrons crawling to safe- 
ty.Fireman Alexander Gaston of Green- 
wich said all of the bodies were found 
buried under debris and wreckage in the 
vicinity of tht dance floor on the lower 
level. 


One fireman said the place "is like 


Times Square on New Year's Eve every 
weekend." Estimates of the number of 
patrons at Gulliver's at the time ranged 
from 200 given by the owners, 300 to 400 
by officials and 700-800 given by some 


Police use of 
Dums Dums 
increasing 


from Herald news services 


A growing number of U.S. police de- 


partments arc using hollow-nosed bullets 
similar to the famous Dum Dum bullets 
banned by use of military forces in 1899. 


A survey of police departments in Chi- 


cago, New York, Seattle, Portland, Hous- 
ton, Sacramento, Phoenix shows that 
those deportments are using hollow-point 
bullets, often in combination with the 
powerful .357 Magnum revolver. State 
police departments of Arizona, Texas 
and Ohio arc also using or switching to 
the heavier weapon. 


The hollow-nose bullet, which flattens 


and expands after penetrating its target 
and leaves a gaping wound, is often used 
by hunters for. big game. It was first de- 
vised in the Dum Dum arsenal in India 
for use by British troops against riding 
frontier tribesmen In the 1800s. 


The bullet was branded as "inhumane 


and cruel" at the Hague conference in 
1899, and federal legislation is being 
urged to ban the use of the bullet within 
the United States. 


Controversy over use of the bullet and 


the larger Magnum revolver was touched 
off In Connecticut where state police 
recently were equipped with them and 
told not to fire warning shots, but only 
shoot to kill. Various city councils and 
the Episcopal Diocese of Connecticut 
have condemned the weapon, but many 
police officers and ballistics experts de- 
fend hollow-points and Magnums. 


Connecticut Gov. Thomas J. Meskill 


said of the weapons, "Those who would 
rather use lollipops on gunmen will have 
to go elsewhere."

of the Senate) in the last Democratic 
Senate. 


In the House, however, there Is no such 


assurance that Democrats would elevate 
the current minority leader, Rep. Clyde 
Choalc, D-Anna, to the sprcakership. 


Choc'io. who is completing 28 years in 


the House at the age of 53, undoubtedly 
will bo the front-runner. Indeed, some of 
his Democratic admirers, serenading 
him on the House floor on his birthday 
last week, hailed his decision not to re- 
tire this year as prelude to his return 
next year "as leader of us all." 


THERE WILL just as certainly, how- 


ever, be a concerted effort to withhold 
the spenkcrshlp from Choatc who is 
known, in addition to his own accom- 
plishments, as a willing comrade of May- 
or Richard Daley In many legislative 
battles, and n protege of the late Secre- 
tary of State Paul Powell. 


Tho movement to stop Choate will like- 


ly be centered around Uic 18 or so Demo- 
crals who think of themselves as inde- 
pendents and who come mostly from the 
suburbs. It could be aided by a number 
of Republicans equally averse to Choate, 


if as is likely it were apparent there was 
no chance of electing a minority speaker. 


The Democratic "Independents" will 


caucus shortly after the November elec- 
tion to pick their standard-bearer for the 
speakershtp.

With that 
base he could probably count on the win- 
ning votes from Republicans who do not 
find his brand of politics distasteful.. 


One liberal Democrat estimated this 


week that "we.would need at least five 
or six more votes to stop Choatc." 


Stopping Choatc would not mean the 


election of one of the independent Demo- 
crats, but it could mean appointment to 
the majority leadership for one of their 


number by a grateful compromise candi- 
date. That would likely be Rep. Daniel 
Pierce, D-Hlghland Park, the current 
"token liberal" among the Democratic 
leadership, or Rep. Harold A. Katz, 
D-Glencoo. 


Katz was the choice of the-indepen- 


dents in 1972 when they banded together 
to obstruct the very slim possibility of 
Choate's election as speaker when the 
Republicans had only on 89-88 majority. 


There was some dissatisfaction among 


the liberals, however, because Katz 
avoided a firm commitment not to vote 
for Choatc under any circumstances. 
Some wonder if that might forecast a 
willingness on his part to negotiate with 
Choate for a leadership position — if 
Choatc's election appeared inevitable. 


SHOULD THEY forego support of

Still pending against Cartolano is a 


case in McHenry County Circuit Court 
stemming from an illegal sale of fire- 
works to undercover agents for the 
McHenry County Sheriff's Police June 15

Dist. 21 tvrapup 
New grade system 
to begin next fall 


The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 Board of Education 


has approved a new set of report cards to be used In local 
schools beginning next fall. 


The report cards were developed after nearly 1V4 years of 


study uy a committee composed of administrators, teachers, 
parents and students. 


Letter grades will be given only to junior high school stu- 


dents In the new grade-reporting system. Other students will 
be evaluated in terms of their progress and the card will 
indicate whether the child's work in each academic area is 
very good, satisfactory or poor for him. 


Marjorlc Bcu, assistant superintendent for instruction, told 


the school board last Thursday night administrators and 
teachers on the committee favored anecdotal report cards for 
all students, rather than assigning traditional letter, grades. 
Parents and students on the committee, however, vetoed the 
Idea, she said. 


"We were told by both parents and students that grades are 


a motivational force," Miss Beu sold. "The students them- 
selves said they like the reaffirmatlon of the kind of work 
they're doing." 


Parents will be able to keep a copy of each grade report for 


the four quarters of the school year. They will also be asked 
to attend conferences with teachers at the end of the first and 
third grading periods. 


Funds sought for reading

reading program next year designed to aid children with spe- 
cial reading problems. 


The school board last Thursday night approved application 


for the monies that ore available from the Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare.

Health supplies will be provided by 
Chicago Hospital Supply at $2,259.71 and School Health Supply 
at $2,962.17. A contract for custodial and maintenance person- 
nel uniforms was awarded to Brown's Industrial Uniform Ser- 
vice in the amount of $1,951.75.

fng." he said. "Many people would think 
that is an Incentive." 


OTIIEK ItEMIDENTS noted the harm 


done to the village by those who partici- 
pated In the extortion schemes. "When 
you consider the harm they have done to 
the village and the people In it, they all 
should have received longer sentences," 
said Trustee Don Jackson. 


Pnrk Comr. Gene Sackctt said he

number of employes. 


"If we go up that much we will prob- 


ably have to let some people go," said 
Village Mgf. George Passolt. "We don't 
have the money. You can't get blood 
from a turnip." 


Probe of alleged

Wheeling police continued their in- 


vestigation over the weekend into the re- 
ported rape of a teen-age girl along Elm- 
hurst Road, north of Wheeling High 
School Wednesday night. 


Police have refused to release Informa-

pensate for increased responsibilities. 
Hoos said the paramedics agreed that 
unless this demand was met they might 
let their annual paramedic license lapse 
upon expiration. 


Negotiations between the employe 


wage-and-salary committee and the 
board will continue at 6:30 p.m. today at 
a continuance of a special board meet- 
ing. The employes have asked for copies 
of the preliminary budget so they can 
determine if the village is unable to meet 
their demands. 


The budget cannot be finalized until 


salary negotiations are completed. Sala- 
ry costs accounted for about 42 per cent 
of last year's budget. 


Trustees to complete 
appointments tonight 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight Is 


scheduled to make appointments to the 
various village commissions and adviso- 
ry boards. 


The appointments have been delayed 


for the past two weeks because all of the 
board members have not been present. 
Members of the Wheeling Improvement 
Party (WHIP) have challenged the ap- 
pointments, saying the board should 
place new people on the commissions be- 
cause present members are tainted by 
the current village scandal. 


The village board is also scheduled to 


consider two annexations. One is for 
property at 2324 and 2330 E. Hintz Rd.

The letter points out that detention

' able to meet MSD requirements. "Tho 


choice between on-sitc detention and 
arcawidc planning Is a matter left for 
Ihc discretion of the local government," 
the letter said. 
: But the letter goes on to note that "the

Nell cited Instances of nonrcsldcntlal 


projects which were allowed to begin 
'construction and tho difficulties that 
' arose when the RfSD discovered that do- 
'tention facilities were required for tho 
project. 


Nell also warned that tho MSD would 


•consider revoking permits for projects 
.which are not built In accord with the 
original plans submitted to the MSD. Tho 
warning specifically referred to resldcn- 
"Ual projects between five and 10 acres in 
«lzc which sometimes arc developed 
partly with commercial projects or 
which end up with more concrete and 


building ground coverage than originally 
planned.

The new for- 
mula, called the "resource equal- 
izer" is to be phased in over a four- 
year period and is designed to in- 
crease the .Date's share in local 
school district budgets.

they have been passing many mea- 
sures calling for increased state 
expenditures while ignoring 
the 


problem of where the money will 
come from. 


The stale school aid formula 


does not fall into the group of ap- 
propriations bills which are irres- 
ponsible. Instead, the General As- 
sembly has shown clearly that it 
takes its pledge to the schools se- 
riously. 


The cost of the resource equal- 


izer is no surprise. When the Gen- 
eral Assembly passed it and the 
Governor signed it last year, state 
officials knew that it would require 


substantial increases in state ex- 
penditures for the next several 
years. 


However, the resource equalizer 


also calls, in many cases, for local 
school districts to roll back tax 
rates as they receive additional 
state money. While there are dis- 
tricts that will not have to roll back 
t a x e s , others, including High 
School Dist. 214 and High School 
Dist. 211, will be cutting back on 
their tax levies as the formula 
takes effect. 


The provision for tax roll backs 


was, in fact, one of the most attrac- 
tive parts of the resource equalizer 
when it was proposed. In addition, 
the formula is designed to ensure 
approximately equal financial re- 
sources for all school children in 
the state. 


School officials have, since then, 


been puzzling over some of the in- 
tricacies of the formula, like any 
new law. 


These good points speak pre- 


cisely to many concerns expressed 
by politicians and school officials 
around the stale. The formula will 
provide, if it works properly, sub- 
stantial benefits for all schools. 


Gov. Walker should take the 


promise of the resource equalizer 
seriously. He should not abort the 
new formula before it is adequate- 
ly tested.

WASHINGTON — The resignation of 


Paul Nltze as a member of the U.S. dele- 
gation to the nuclear arms talks was the 
most visible sign so far of a morale prob- 
lem officials contend is afflicting the en- 
tire State Department. 


Nitze, a veteran of high offices in 


many administrations, is not a foreign 
service officer and has no need to stand 
mute just to hold a job In the bureau- 
cracy. However, the problems which led 
to his resignation arc similar to those 
besetting many middle and upper level 
State Department officers with homes, 
mortgages and children to educate and 
no inclination to "make waves." 


One of the reasons Nitze gave for quit- 


ting was that the "Watergate mess" was 
making it Increasingly difficult to con- 
duct effective negotiations for foreign 
policy. 


However, his most specific charges — 


and these arc the ones State Department 
officials feel are at the root of their sink- 
ing morale — included: 


• The excessive secrecy with which 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and a few masochistic aides deal with 
major foreign policy issues. 


• The lack of trust by Kissinger of su- 


bordinates in the State Department who 
have years of expertise to offer and 
whose loyalty in carrying out policy re- 
quires some knowledge of what the pol- 
icy Is and why.

Last week, our 40th Vice President, 


Gerald Ford, visited Chicago again, for 
either the fifth or sixth time since he re-

This time the occasion was the annual 


convention of the American Medical As-

cause Ford's been jetting In and out of 
O'Hare so often that the people who are 
supposed to keep count of that sort of" 
thing have given up counting.

tional figure who has a nationwide con- 
stituency, because of (a) his lofty office, 
(b) In order the get around as a repre- 
sentative of Richard Nixon, or (c) be- 
cause he's starting early to campaign for 
the Presidency In 1876? 


A fourth explanation, and a most bi- 


zarre one, Is offered by this columnist. 


Everyone has assumed that Ford's 


been stumping through the Chicago area 
because of his ambitions to become Pres- 
ident. But perhaps Ford has a much 
more serious reason to be constantly

subjecting us to his rhetoric; that is, he 
wants to be the next Richard J. Daley of 
Chicago. 


Look at it this way: 
Coinciding with Ford's increasing at- 


tention to Chicago has been the slight but 
noticeable climb in President Nixon's 
hopes of-avoiding impeachment. It has 
been widely reported that party-line 
votes in the House Judiciary Committee 
and the successful "stonewalling" and 
staUing by White House lawyer James 
St.'dair are producing Nixon optimisim 
on avoiding impeachment. 


In short, Ford's not going to succeed 


Nixon as President, at least during the 
Nixon terms. As the respected and cere- 
monial head of the Republicans, Ford 
does have the prestige and visibility 
which allows him to become a widely 
publicized public figure. 


Chicago, Is Ford's target. Consider the 


politics: Mayor Daley's recent stroke 
marks him as a doubtful starter in 1975. 
Beneath Hizzoncr is a platoon of candi- 
dates, none of whom have the wide- 
spread appeal which Daley has enjoyed 
in Chicago since the early 1950s. 


On the Republican side, U.S. District 


Attorney James Thompson looms as the 
possible candidate to oppose Daley or 
one of his "yes-men." But Tnompson's 
far more valuable to the GOP as a cor- 
ruption roto-rooter, so it would be prefer- 
able for Big Jim to stay right where he 
is. 


The convivial giant from Michigan 


would have to work out the technical de- 
tails, of course, such as residency. How- 
ever, with his clout in Chicago, it is cer- 
tain that such problems would be minor 
irrelevancles to be easily done. 


Whether, or not such a candidacy 


should be viewed as a stroke of luck, 
however, depends on who's doing the 
evaluating.

Henry A. Jackson, D-Wash., and other 
critics.

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What your lawyer may not tell you... 
Mortgage closings: a stacked deck against home buyer

When the overage citizen gels "burned" (or an extra few 


hundred or even thousand dollars In hidden costs In buying a 
home, he has little recourse except to complain about It over 
cocktails. 


But when the same thing happens to a member of Con* 


gross, new laws start being drafted. 


A congressional Investigation Into the high costs of settling 


real estate transactions found that some attorneys were in- 
volved In kickbacks, price fixing and a host of legal maneu- 
vers designed to lino their pockets and empty those of the 
poor guy who had just emptied his bank account In order to 
buy a home. 


HOW DOES IT happen? Well, let's say you're involved in a 


simple real estate transaction — the selling or buying of a 
home. 


If you're the seller, the real estate broker will Impress you 


with the fact that the both of you want to get the highest 
possible price for the house. But when he asks you to sign u 
"standard" contract, the broker may neglect mentioning 
some of the small print covering (or not covering) such "pet- 
ty" details as who can negotiate the selling price, multiple 
listings, fixtures, zoning restrictions, method of payment, 
default, title and when the broker collects his fee. 


If you are the buyer, the real estate broker may urge you 


to sign a "standard" contract (prepared, of course, by the 
broker's lawyer). One fact the broker may not mention Is 
that the contract will protect his interest — not yours. The 
contract may not detail such "petty" Items as financing, title, 
Insurance, surveys, taxes, lime of occupancy, etc. 


If you're buying a house and think that the attorney for the 


Institution lending you the money will check everything out — 
check agnln. If the mortgage Institution (bank, savings and 
loan, etc.) doesn't get the highest possible interest, they may 
not be telling you about such "petty" details as what happens 
If you want tc pay off the mortgage ahead of time, what's 
wrong Hilh the title special zoning ordinances and closing 
costs.

Chief justice on the high cost of real estate law 


One Important area of the law that 


sooner or later touches the lives of al- 
most every American Is the purchase of 
a home. One can hardly imagine an 
American who does not wish to own his 
own home. With our tradition of upward 
mobility, n family may repeat this pro- 
cess several times. 


When I began to practice law, the new- 


est associate In the firm was assigned 
the task 'of examining titles and closing 
real estate purchases, and he continued 
in that role until another new man came 
along. The cost at that time ranged from 
$15 to $30 for the purchase of the typical 
family home. 


There is a growing practice of using 


title insurance c'thcr as a subsitutc for 
— or in addition to — the lawyer's title 
opinion. Today we know that in many 


states the incidental costs of acquiring a 
new home, even :n the $40,000 category, 
can run into a very large sum. We know 
that the operating costs of lawyers have 
skyrocketed in recent years, but the very 
cost of the procedure today dictates that 
we examine the whole business closely. 


THE POINT I seek to make is that the 


basic system of real estate titles and 
transfers — and the related matters con- 
cerning financing and purchase of homes 
— cries out for reexamirmtion and sim- 
plification. 


In a country that transfers not only ex- 


pensive automobiles but multi million- 
dollar airplanes with a few relatively 
simple papers covering Hens and all, I 
believe that if American lawyers will put 
their ingenuity and inventiveness to work 
on this subject they will be able to devise 


simpler methods than we now have. 


I SUGGEST that it is a very high pri- 


ority in terms of the public obligation of 
our profession to press for a com- 
prehensive recxamination of the entire 
process of land titles and transfers, title 
insurance, the financing of real estate 
transactions, closing procedures and, of 
course, the costs of all these steps. 


They are unduly complex and there- 


fore unduly expensive today. 


I urge you to help marshal the inge- 


nuity of American lawyers to make these 
processes as simple and inexpensive as 
can be done. This will give meaning .to 
the proud boast of our profession that we 
place public good ahead of private gain.

title companies; real estate firms use thicr favorite law 
firms for settlement. And everyone sits on each other's board 
of directors, sharing the bounty. 


"The net result is to deprive the homebuycr the opportunity 


to shop around for the best loan, the best survey, the best 
title search, and the best title insurance — at the least ex- 
pensive price. Let's face it: there is no real competition in 
today's housing marketplace." 


The broker, the lender,' the escrow company and the title 


insurance company all demand and receive the best .legal 
protection. Their attorneys protect them — not you. 


One expense involved in buying and selling houses is 


created by the need to establish title (ownership). The title 
companies go to the expense of duplicating the usually chaot- 
ic public records and consolidate and index them. 


THESE PKIVATE monopolies (as some reformi&t attor- 


neys call them) then turn around and, for an astronomical 
fee, they check (or allow to be checked) those duplicated 


public recores which were originally designed to be used at 
no cost at all! 


And their check usually protects only the institution who 


has lent you the money — not you, unless you pay an addi- 
tional fee. 


Thus, the different attorneys who have accompanied you 


through this typical homebuying experience, have not been 
your attorneys at all. They have been acting iin the best 
interests of their firsit client (the broker, the lender, the es- 
crow company and the title company) and with your interests 
a far second. The only way to categorize this kind of behavior 
is by calling it what it is: a conflict of interests. 


The American Bar Assn., quite properly, is concerned 


about such behavior. It realizes that if something isn't done 
about it, and quickly, Congress may pass some stringent leg;- 
islation to rectify the matter. 


ANY SYSTEM that has grown so complicated and so costly 


is also impossible to reform piecemeal. 


Benny Kass offers, instead, one kind of massive and very 


realizable alternative: put real estate transactions under the 
same kind of "statute of limitations" that other legal actions 
fall under. Kass suggests that three years after a piece of 
property has been sold, no suit against the property would be 
allowed to be filed. Thus, in one fell swoop, those lengthy, 
costly 50-year title searches would become unnecessary. 


There is another way for the average homebuyer to cut his 


costs: lure his own attorney, a lawyer who would put the 
homebuycr's interests first — and everybody else's last. De- 
spite the fact that a few states require buyeis to retain coun- 
sel, the majority of homebuyers are not represented by attor- 
neys. 


The only problem with that, though, is that many lawyers 


don't want to bother with that kind of petty business. There's 
far more money to be made working for the interests of the 
real estate broker, the bank and the title company. 


But when enough congressmen feel they've been taken in 


buying a home, they just might turn around and pats some 
sweeping legislation which would make it less complicated 
and less costly to buy your own home.

Rte. 53 completion plans 
in $642 billion road project 


Plan* to finally acquire land to complete III. Rtc. 53 north 


to '.ink up with III. Rtc. 120 In Lake County arc part of Gov. 
Daniel Walker's record $042.6 billion road-building project re- 
vealed Friday. 


Rte. 5.1 now deadends just north of Dundee Road, bringing 


to a halt heavy traffic northbound and causing traffic jams on 
III. Rtc. Gil (Dundee Road) and U.S. Rtc. 12. 


Walker's plan calls for land acquisition only for the high- 


way's right-of-way and allocates $4 million for that phase of 
the project. No mention is made in the highway plan for 
actual construction work for continuation of the high-speed 
divided highway. 


Original plans for the road called far the highway to contin- 


ue north from its present deadend through Lake County to 
link up with an access road to Interstate 04. The route will 
rccomo n major acccst road to northern recreation areas 
from the Northwest suburbs when completed. 


THK CONTINUATION of Rtc. 53 Is the only project in the 


Northwest suburbs called for in Walker's plan, although 
many other sections of the state arc reflected In the proposal. 


The plan cnlli for construction of 83 miles of supplemental 


freeways; construction or Improvement of BIG miles of a 
roads, and land acquisition for other, future improvements. 


The plan, however, appeared to conflict In Its details with 


another freeway — building plan that lawmakers arc trying 
to stuff down the governor's throat through the budgeting 
process It was the conflict between his plans and the Illinois 
General Assembly's that apparently forced Walker's an- 
nouncement Friday. 


The governor had asked the legislature to appropriate 


"lump sums" for construction of freeways during the coming 
fiscal >car. That tvpc of appropriation would leave him and 
his Dcpt. of Transportation free to decide how and where to 
spend the money. 


THK LEGISLATURE, however, has Insisted on earmarking 


highway money for specific projects — especially in freeway 
construction. 


Illinois Transportation Sec. Langhornc Bond has told the 


House Appropriations Committee that the plan would kill the 
'talc's supplemental freeway program. "If we're going to 
carry out the supplemental freeway program, it's absolutely 
essential that wo return to the lump-sum appropriation," 
Honcl said earlier this week. 


Bond hei argued repeatedly that earmarking funds for spe- 


cific projects would rob him of needed flexibility. With a 
lump-sum appropriation, he savs, he could move money 
around from stalled projects to those on which construction 
has been started. Working with specific line Items for each 
project, he could not make such adjustments without legisla- 
tive action in each case, he says. 


Although the House committee had prepared and approved 


a line-item budget for freeway projects, it decided Thursday 
to hold the entire DOT budget until It has a chance to sec 
specifically \\bnt Walker is proposing.

She takes her medicine—and loves it

When Dr. Mnrgnrct Bischel npponrs nt 


any of the three or four meetings she 
attends every dny. she Is usually the only 
woman there, a matter of complete ir- 
relevance to the overwhelmingly male 
majority. 


Lutheran General Hospital's new direc- 


tor of medical education Is a wiry bundle 
of energy with a firm step, a hearty 
laugh, flashing eyes, short-cropped hair 
and a mind that wastes no time on non- 
essentials. 


Her responsibilities lie In the field of 


medical education — education for 
groups of commuting undergraduate 
medical students from the University of 
Illinois College of Medicine, education 
for between 31 nnd 40 graduate physi- 
cians in the residency training program 
and continuing education for practicing 
physicians to constantly update their 
knowledge ami skills through lectures, 
seminars and workshops. 


DR. WSCIIKI, organizes, sometimes 


supervises, these learning programs nnd, 
In addition, shoulders certain adminis- 
trative responsibilities beyond the scope 
of medical education. 


"I am also working to coordinate the 


training of our 160 nurses with that of the 
physicians' so communication between 
them may be Improved and both may 


h a v e better understanding of the 
patient," she said. 


Dr. Bischel is no newcomer in the field 


of education. For the past seven years 
she was a faculty member at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, since 1070 as 
assistant professor of medicine, while 
also serving as a staff physician of the 
renal section at Los Angeles County-Uni- 
versity of Southern California Medical 
Center. During the past three years, she 
taught courses for physicians' assistants 
In the Los Angeles community college 
system.

Margaret Bischel along the 
path that led to her M.D. She fully In- 
tended to be a nurse. But nursing schools 
didn't accept high school graduates who 
were only 16, no matter how bright they 
were.

northwest suburbs was n medical one — 
and his name is Dr. Kenneth Scrkcs.

Dr. Serkes is engaged 
In research as medical director of a divi- 
sion of Baxter-Travenol Co. Dr. Bischel 
met him when she was doing some con- 
sultant work for that company. 


"After 4:30 p.m. each day, I'm defi- 


nitely Mrs. Serkes," she laughed. 


AS DR. BISCHEL, her day at the hos- 


pital begins at 7:30 a.m. She whips 
through her mail, completes her morn- 
ing's dictation, takes care of odds and 
ends before attending the first of three or 
four meetings — perhaps with the pediat- 
rics group, or a small group of medical 
students with teaching centered around a 
patient, or personnel from the medical 
school. 


"I grab a little cottage cheese for 


lunch and help myself to coffee all day," 
she said, adding that she winds up her 
day at 4:30 p.m. 


She attends medical meetings at anoth- 


er level, perhaps six a year in various 
parts of the United States. She usually 
travels to Europe once a year to attend 
the International Nephrology meeting, 
which has already taken her to East and 
West Germany, France and England.

She explained that today to become a 


doctor, one begins with three to four 
years of college (about one-third of the 
students are accepted 
into medical 


school at the end of the third year). Four 
years of medical school follow (though it 
may be three or five). 


"At this point, you can't even get a 


license," she said. 


A year of postgraduate training (for- 


merly called internship) follows. After 
that, one spends anywhere from two to 
seven years residency, depending upon 
the field of specialization. 


"EVERYONE specializes now," said 


Dr. Bischel. "Family practice itself Is a 
field of specialization." 


Margaret Bischel unhesitatingly pro- 


claims that medicine is a great world for 
a female. Although only six to seven per 
cent of the physicians In her age group 
(she recently turned 40) are female, the 
female contingent in med school today is 
about 15 per cent — and increasing all 
the time. 


"But young people of either sex should 


go after whatever career path satisfies 
their ambitions," she said. "Medicine 
certainly isn't meant for everybody, just 
as law isn't meant for everybody. You 
must decide what is best for you and go 
after it." 


Obviously medicine was best for Dr.

avoid putting the belts on. From elabo- 
rate wiring procedures to the simple 
buckling of the belts across the seat, the 
average American uses any means he 
can think up to outwit those who consider 
it a good idea for all to wear the belts. 


SOMEHOW, HUCKLING up seems 


equivalent to buckling under. I have 
made many a driver indignant by using 
my scat belt, apparently implying a lack 
of trust in his driving ability. Conversely, 
I have made a lot of my passengers 
huffy by insisting that we won't go until 
the belts are fastened. 


Science is on my side, though, with the 


introduction this year of cars that won't 
start unless the seat belts are in use. And 
next year's cars will have an even more 
sophisticated system — a sequential de- 
vice that requires an object of a min-

House plants will benefit

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Weiskopi loses btg lead on iinal round 
Watson surges to take Western Open title 


OAK BROOK — It was all over before 


the 71st Western Open Golf Champion- 
ship's finnl round began. And why not? 
Didn't Tom Wolskopf — the PGA player 
of the year In ID73 — have an over- 
whelming five-stroke lead on the field? 


With such a top caliber champion way 


nut in front, a record-sotting crowd of 
.12,100 mobbed the sun-baked Butler Na- 
tional Golf Club yesterday. Many prob- 
ably figured to cheer "T.W." to his first 
title of 1074. Instead, they witnessed the 
emerging of another young, blond golf 


star, also carrying the Initials "T.W." 


Making up a six-stroke deficit in the 


final IB holes, a fairly unknown 24-year- 
old by the name of Tom Watson captured 
his first title. Watson's winning score of 
throo-over-par 287 was worth $40,000. 


Wclskopf and J. C. Sncad finished lied 


for second at 28D at this 7003-yard, par 71 
super tough course ended up the only 
real winner. 


Watson's only real claim to fame came 


several weeks before when he led the 
United States Open after three rounds 


before blowing It. This time it was Wels- 
kopf's turn to explode. 


Although Weiskopf played the front 


nine in even par figures, the back nine 
saw him fighting for bis life as first 
Snead — Sam's nephew — and then Wat- 
son put on the pressure. Sncad played 
the first nine In a dazzling 33 and Wat- 
son, his playing partner, turned with a 
34. 


Sncad appeared to make Weiskopt's 


job easy by fading fast on the 
1 backside. 


This winner of only three pro titles bo- 
gcycd the 12th. Then, following a par on 
13th, 
went bogey, bogey, bogey and 


dropped out of contention for first. 


Meanwhile, Wclskopf bogeycd three of 


his first five holes on the final nine as 
Watson played them at one under. Wat- 
son's hlrdlc on the par 4, 415-yard 14th 
(he had taken a near disastrous eight the 
day before) pulled him Into a tic with 
Weiskopf. 


Watson lost a share of the lead two 


holes later with a bogey on 16, putting 


him at three over. He scrambled for a 
par 4 on 17, made a solid four on 18 and 
then sat back to sweat out the finish. 


As Watson remembered from Satur- 


day's round, Weiskopf finished that day 
birdie-birdie to assume his commanding 
lead. However, 17 and 18 provided the 
6-foot-3, IBS-pounder's undoing this time. 


Weiskopf tried to scramble from a wild 


drive on 17, but ended up bogeying the 
454-yard par 4 hole. On the 18th tee, he 
decided to play it safe* and use his one 
iron. The shot still found the water on 
right side of the challenging final hole 
and cost him the championship. He end- 
ed up with a double bogey. 


Watson termed his drive — a screamer 


of about 300 yards — the "key shot" In 
his drive to glory. "The way I was play- 
ing, I knew I'd be In good shape If Tom 
made any mistakes. He didn't make any 
until the back nine. 


"I think I deserved a victory today," 


the elated youngster continued. "I played 
well. It's unfortunate that Tom played 


bad, but those are the breaks of the 
game." 


Butler National didn't give many 


breaks throughout the four days. Only 27 
pros managed to shoot 299 or less. After 
the two Toms and J.C. with a 293 was 
U.S. Open champion Hale Irwin. 


Such stars as Arnold Palmer and Gene 


Littler were in at 294 with notables like 
Bruce Crampton (297) and Lee Trevino 
(299) farther down the list. But they 
were the lucky ones. 


Fifty of the pros who teed It up on the 


final day failed to break 380. Among 
those were former Masters champion 
Gay Brewer at 300, ex-PGA champ Dave

Unfortunate episode 


Emotion takes over, 
forces a rare forfeit

Day-to-day living offers enough hurdles 


which can make one scream until he is 
red like the ripe tomato. But American 
Legion baseball probably shouldn't make 
the Hit. 


You know the old line. It's sports for 


kids, not life and death. Go home happy. 


It wasn't that simple last Friday when 


umpires Lee Calducll and Larry Zumar 
forfeited a Ninth District game to Logan 
Square o\cr Arlington Heights. 


The final lilim-up. which climaxed two 


hours nf trnimrn nn many slilci. occur- 
red In the sixth inning. Arlington'* 
Grorgc Yukotlch was Judged out at first 
ba%c hy Zumar, although he appeared 
safe. 


A verbal battle ensued, Vukovlch's 


causo carried by Mark Frase, the Arling- 
ton assistant coach. Before it was over, 
Frasc. head coach Lloyd Meyer, third 
baseman Brett Frase and the Arlington 
scorckecper, a 12-year-old, were all 
to'icd. 


Calduell ultimately called the game. 


Logan Square got a 7-0 win, Its first in 
Ninth District play. 


The result made no one happy, in- 


cluding Meyer and Logan Square coach 
Larry Nomcllini. Ninth District commis- 
sioner Gene Sackctt was less than im- 
pressed. 


Dar Townsend Sr., first president of 


the Arlington Baseball Boosters, Inc., of- 
fered strong words Saturday morning 
that would indicate this will not happen 
again. 


And lite lo-ln-15 lam? Some were 


dnwnrlght Indignant and that added to 
the situation. Others behaved with more 
maturity. 


At least four factors figured heavily, 


none of which was Meyer. His contribu- 
tion to the sixth Inning mess was tertiary 
and unimportant. All that could have 
happened without Meyer. 


Now, to the facts. First, assistant 


coach Frasc got realty hot on Zumar 
when he judged Vukovlch out at first 
base in the sixth, beginning the fatal 
squabble. 


It's partially understandable. Arlington 


had battled to a 7-3 deficit after being 
dawn, 5-0, through one Inning. 


Second, Zumar then charged the Ar- 


lington dugout, throwing out Brett Frase 
and the 12-year-old storekeeper. That 
hud to rank as a major mistake. From 
that point, chaos ruled. Had Zumar 
stayed put, perhaps the game could havo 
continued. 


Third, the stand* at Recreation Park, 


Arlington's homo field, arc close to the 
diamond. So when fans yell, they're 


heard by everyone, limps included. They 
jelled on Friday, sonic of them at least. 
And what they said wasn't always very 
nice. 


Finally, Caldwcll and Zumar picked 


the s.ime night to have a bad game. 
Coidwell was inconsistent with his ballst- 
rikc appraisals and anybody could sec 
that. He began getting bench and psecta- 
tor flak In the first Inning. It never 
stopped. 


A scries of other incidents occurred, 


Including a first Inning pop-up that 
wasn't caught (Or was it?) and a hitter 
who was called out after fouling a ball 
off himself in the batter's box! 


That first call, involving a ball juggled 


between Arlington's Dar Townsend Jr. 
and Rick SIdor, was highly questionable. 


But there's absolutely no way that Lo- 


gan Square's Dave Mnlchowicz should 
have been ruled out in the fifth when he 
bounced a ball off himself and never left 
the hitter's box. 


So Caldwcll and Zumar had a lough 


night. Everybody docs once In a while. 
But these guys aren't small peanuts. 
Caldwcll Is secretary of U.MPS which 
provides all the umps. And a couple 
phone calls verified that Zumar also has 
a good reputation. 


Perhaps Townsend of the Baseball 


Boosters offered the strongest com- 
mentary: "If I was one of the umpires in 
a situation like that, I'd have gotten the 
dovil out of there a lot faster. They don't 
have to stay and argue with anybody. 


"There arc some people in our fans 


who sometimes make their remarks 
rather personal and pointed. Remarks 
like that can do more damage than just 
general heckling. That's part of the 
sport, making a lot of noise, but when 
you get personal and demeaning, it 
reaches beyond the sport." 


By Saturday, most heads had cooled. 


But another point shouldn't be forgotten. 
There almost wasn't an 
Arlington 


Heights team this summer. Post 208 
threw in the towel after last year. 


The Baseball Boosters, a group of de- 


termined men, worked hard and put to- 
gether a program that DCS Plalnes Post 
38 wax willing to sponsor. Those people 
reap no rewards ami get little publicity. 


If fans ever again want to flap their 


mouths In the breeze, as happened last 
Friday, perhaps they should remember 
Post 30. Because if DCS Plalnes ever 
pulls out, there won't be an Arlington 
Heights team in the Ninth District. 


And where will that leave sports for 


kids? 


Hopefully the lesson has been learned 


by everyone, on the field and off.

You arc talking about two different 


problems. Your high cholesterol level 
and pernicious anemia have nothing to 
do with each other. 


Pernicious anemia occurs because of a 


disorder of the stomach. That may sound 
strange to you. but your stomach forms 
a substance called "intrinsic factor." 
This substance flows with your food into 
the small intestine. It is used there to 
enable the B-12 in your <liot to be ab- 
sorbed Into the bloodstream. If you don't 
form intrinsic factor In the stomach, then 
you won't be able to absorb B-12. 


Along with the failure of the stomach 


to continue to form Intrinsic factor, there 
may be a decrease or absence of normal 
stomach acid formation. Just why a per- 
son's stomach quits forming intrinsic 
factor isn' known. It rarely occurs before 
age 35 and becomes more common there- 
after. For some reason people with type 
A blood who arc of northern European 
extraction arc more likely to have the 
problem.

Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on..

Stale officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will be licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the stato 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays In DCS 
Plaincs, Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by tho 
New Melrosc Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntloy, 111. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Melrosc to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


RICHARD DORBAND, assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Melrosc plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged- with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of- revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for it: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrosc plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailor packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dorband said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the vil- 


lage's fireworks ordinance. "There's-no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said.; 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
will go ahead with New Melrose because 
it's too late to switch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have time to change to somebody 
else," he said. "We will take a longer 
look at It next year, though." 


Both Pairitz and Cooper pointjd out 


that violations against Cartolano have 
been for Improper storage and manufac-

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Assussvd valuation up sharply 
Residents to get school tax 
relief despite budget hike 


Residents of Whccllng-DuffnIo Grove 


School Dist. I'l Mill be pay ins less in 
taxes next year to locnl schools, which 
v, ill be operating In the black fnr the first 
time in at least 15 years. 


The Dist. 21 Board of Education last 


Thursday night approved a budget of 
JU.240.2niJ for the coming 19*4-7.i fiscal 
year. It is Sl.Snn.036 higher than the cur- 
rent Sll.660.210 budget. 


THE TAX RELIEF for residents is due 


mainly to the dramatic Increase in (lie 
assessed valuation of the district, that in- 
cludes Wheeling. Buffalo Grove and por- 
tions of Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect. 


For the past several years, Dlst. 21 has 


had the lowest assessed valuation of area 
school districts. However, the assessed 
valuation of the district Incrcacd from 
$155 million to $214 million last year, 


the amount of locnl tax revenue 


to schools. 


There were few questions raised on the 


budget during the public hearing last 
Thursday night before the school board 
voted to adopt it. One woman questioned 
the $15,000 allotted for in-service training 
for teachers. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said besides 


these funds, which will be used to bring 
in personnel from outside the district for 
teacher training projects, curriculum 
coordinators paid by the district also will 
provide Instructions in the form of work- 
shops several times during the year. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD'S plans for 


landscaping local schools also were ques- 
tioned. The board earlier this year 
awarded a $7,500 contract to McFazcnn 
and Evcrly, Ltd., planners and landscape 
architects, to draw up a master plan for 
landscaping local schools. 


Chamber opposition 
dooms median plants 


Buffalo Grove's plan to plant trees and 


grass on the Dundee Road median strip 
seems to be doomed because of strong 
opposition from the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


The chamber, by a unanimous vote, 


sent a letter to the State of Illinois clpos- 
Ing any attempt by the village to plant 
tlw two-mile median. 


Ronald Kennedy, project engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
Friday he had received the chamber's 
letter and will forward It to Springfield 
where the median plan will be consid- 
ered. 


"I WOULD SAY IT'S doubtful the state 


will approve the village's plan because 
they (Chamber of Commerce) seem lo 
be opposed to the whole concept," he 
said. "We (state) can't Just jam it down 
their throats If they don't want it." 


Kennedy and other state officials have 


said from tho time the bcautiflcntlon pro- 
gram was proposed, that It probably 
would be approved only with the near 
unanimous approval of the businesses 
along Dundee Road. 


The Chamber of Commerce opposed 


the original plan, but agreed to meet 
with village officials to make revisions. 
It appeared about two weeks ago that the 
businessmen and village had reached a 
compromise, but when the matter was 
put to the vote of the Chamber of Com- 
merce It was rejected overwhelmingly. 


Larry SchwarU, vice president of the 


chamber, said Friday the revised plan 
was an improvement, but was still unac- 
ceptable to the general membership.

don't like trees, but the disadvantages of

curbs will prevent shoppers from turning 
Into shopping areas, diverting them to 
other more accessible places. 


Under the original plan, the high curbs. 


would have cut-off access to some busi- 
ness, but the revised plan would allow 
shoppers to turn into virtually every 
store along the road. 


SCHWARTZ, HOWEVER, said the 


businessmen want a mountable median 
throughout, with no trees. Before the vil- 
lage proposed the bcautification plan, the 
state was planning on Installing that type 
of median strip. 


Village officials requested tho strip be 


planted between Cambridge Drive and 
Trace after the idea was proposed by 
Burt Harris, a member of the plan com- 
mission. If it Is approved, the planting 
would be done when widening and repav- 
ing of Dundee Road is completed. 


Village Prcs. Gary Armstrong, a 


strong advocate of tho bcautification 
plan, said Friday ho has not been In- 
formed of the chamber's decision, "Ii's a 
surprise to me and a very big dis- 
appointment. I don't think that type of 
attitude Is the best for the village," he 
said. 


The contract calls for the firm to rec- 


ommend plantings at new schools and 
suggest additons to existing school sites. 


The plan will be implemented by the 


district as funds arc available. 


The total revenue indicated in the 


budget amounts to $11,365,000. In addi- 
tion to these funds, the district also will 
have some money left over in each ac- 
count from the 1973-74 budget. Because 
bills arc still being paid with these funds, 
it is not known exactly how much cash 
will be available next year. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS have said in- 


flation is the main reason for the in- 
crease In expenditures next year. The 
district also will begin payments on a 
$1,000,000 bond sale for the construction 
of additions being built at the three Dist. 
21 junior high schools. 


Salary raises account for most of the 


increase in the education fund, set at 
$9.009,811, compared to lust year's total 
of $7,586,135. The salaries required about 
70 per cent of the entire amount in the 
largest school fund. 


Dist. 21 teachers have negotiated sala- 


ry raises of between 8 to 14 per cent for 
next year, depending on the individual 
instructor's place in the pay schedule. 
Local administrators also received pay 
hikes ranging from 2.6 to 14.1 per cent. 


In addition, the funds allotted for sala- 


ries of non-certified personnel including 
secretaries, maintenance workers and 
custodians were increased by 10 per 
cent. 


Gill told the school board Thursday the 


financial outlook for the district pre- 
sently is good, although two major fac- 
tors could change the situation. 


It Is still not known whether the stato 


aid program will be fully funded for next 
year and the Cook County equalizer may 
be lowered, decreasing property tax rev- 
enue, Gill said.

School firebombing case continued 


The cases against two Wheeling youths 


charged with the June 8 firebombing of 
the Wheeling High School library were 
continued Friday to July 26 in the Arling- 
ton Heights branch of Circuit Court. 


Also continued were three other re- 


lated coses which stem from alleged hin- 
dering of policemen and firemen's efforts 
both during the high school fire and, in 
one case, afterwards. 


In addition, Associate Judge Arthur A. 


Sullivan Jr. issued a bench warrant Fri- 
day for the arrest of Daniel Crepas, 17, 
of Audrey Ct., Wheeling, after Crepas 
failed to appear in court. Crepas is 
charged with disorderly conduct for alle- 
gedly interfering with a Wheeling police- 
man. Police say Crepas was trying to 
ball out another youth arrested during 
the disturbance at the high school fire 
scene. 


CHARGED WITH arson in the esti- 
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mated $350,000 school fire are Envin J. 
Kopecky, 18, of 912 Wilshire Dr., Wheel- 
ing, and James Serowka, 18, of 287 E. 
Norman Ln., Wheeling. Police have said 
the fire was started after several molo- 
tov cocktails were thrown through win- 
dows on the north side of the school. 


The other cases continued included a 


disorderly Conduct charge against Ko- 
pecky for allegedly using obscene lan- 
guage and throwing rocks while the fire 
was being fought; and resisting arrest 
and aggravated battery charges against 
Mark Torp, 17, of 705 Elmhurst Rd., 
Wheeling, who allegedly kicked a police- 
man and tried to flee when he was being 
arrested. 


The prosecution is trying to keep the 


cases against all four youths combined 
as one case. 


On Tuesday, two other youths charged 


with disorderly conduct in connection 
with the fire were each given a 90-day 
suspended sentence by Judge Sullivan. 
According to court records, Donald 
McEwen, 17, of 321 Wheeling Ave., 
Wheeling, was sentenced under an agree- 
ment reached between the prosecution 
and the defense. The second youth, Kevin 
Doyle, 17, of 16 Oakwood Dr., Prospect 
Heights, pleaded not guilty, but was 
found guilty by Judge Sullivan. 


McEWEN SHOUTED obscenities at po- 


licemen and firemen who were fighting 
the school fire, police said. Doyle was 
arrested after he refused to get out of the 
way of firemen, police said. 


In court Friday, James G. Andros, at- 


torney for Serowka, at first would not 
agree to a continuance. Andros said he 
was prepared for the preliminary hear- 
ing. However, two other defense attor- 
neys requested the continuance and, af- 
ter1 a conference with these attorneys, 
Andros agreed to the continuance. 


Before agreeing, however, Andros at- 


tempted to file a discovery motion — a 
motion seeking to examine the evidence 
against Serowka. He later withdrew the 


motion, which the judge indicated may 
not have been proper, since only a pre- 
liminary hearing was involved. 


At one point, when Judge Sullivan 


asked the state prosecutor if he was 
ready to hold the preliminary hearing on 
Serowka, the prosecutor said he was not. 
The only reason given by the prosecutor 
was that an exact figure on the fire dam- 
age was not yet available. He also in- 
dicated that all his witnesses were not 
available Friday. 


Approval of $85,000 street 
resurfacing expected tonight 


An $85,000 expenditure for resurfacing 


about 15 per cent of Buffalo Grove's 55 
miles of streets is expected to be ap- 
proved tonight by the village board. 


The resurfacing is part of a $162,000 


street-and-curb improvement program 
planned by the village this summer. All 
the work will be paid for with motor fuel 
tax funds. 


The streets that will be resurfaced lie 


approximately south of Buffalo Creek, 
north of Golfview Terrace, between 
Raupp Boulevard and Buffalo Grove 
Road.

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Wheeling sentences 'slap on wrist 


Sentences given to four former and 


present officials for their part in a 
Wheeling extortion scheme were de- 
scribed by residents and officials Friday 
as "a slap on the wrist." 


The stlffest sentence went to James 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman, who was 
given a four-year prison term and fined 
$25,000. The lightest went, to former 
Wheeling trustee William Hart who got 
one year's probation. Former trustee Mi- 
chael Valenza was sentenced to nine 
months in prison. 


While many residents said that all four 


sentences were insufficient for the mas- 
sive extortion scheme, some said they 
were most disturbed by the one-year 
prison term given Thursday to William 
Bieber, former Wheeling building direc- 
tor. He pleaded guilty to five counts of 
extortion, conspiracy, perjury and tax 
evasion. 


"I WAS SHOCKED." said Trustee Al- 


bert Lang, "I thought it was a slap on 
the wrist. I thought it was a very light 
sentence, and I had expected more. I 
think anyone who violates the public 
trust should be severely punished. I don't 
think anyone should really have to go to 
jail, but I don't think that any of these 
were really severe sentences." 


Lang said he thinks Bleber's sentence 


Is out of line with the punishment given 
to others Involved in the case "in light of 
the involvement he had." 


A local businessman said his custom- 


ers echoed Lang's sentiments. "Most of 
them can't believe It. They Just can't be- 
lieve that that is how justice works," he 
said. 


William Rogers, chairman of the envi- 


ronmental commission, said he also had 
expected Bieber to get a longer prison 
term. "I was anticipating a longer sen- 
tence and some kind of fine, primarily 
because if one looks at tills thing, it has 
been going on for years and the charges 
arc many," he said. 


"According to our system, a man gets 


a year sentence and he can get parole in 
four months. That hardly says anything 
for our system of justice," he said. 


ROGERS, HOWEVER, said that the 


sentence given Stavros is even more dis- 
turbing. He noted that Stavros was ac- 
cused of extorting more than' $300,000 
from area developers, money which lie 
will be able to keep. 


"That's still something like $CO,000 for 


each year in jail," Rogers said. "It 
would appear that crime does pay. Regr- 
ettably, the average citizen has to be dis- 
mayed by this kind of insignificant sen- 
tencing. Our system of justice certainly 


doesn't seem to punish the guilty as you 
would think It would." 


Plan Comr. Gil Monoson said he 


agreed that the Stavros sentence was not 
a deterrent to a repeat of the crime. 


"For a man to get $310,000 over a peri- 


od of two or three years to get a $25,000 
fine and get sentenced to four years in 
prison — if you call that a deterrent, I 
think our court system needs revamp 
ing," he said. "Many people would think 
that is an incentive." 


OTHER RESIDENTS noted the harm 


done to the village by those who partici- 
pated in the extortion schemes. "When 
you consider the harm they have done to 
the village and the people in it, they all 
should have received longer sentences," 
said Trustee Don Jackson. 


Park Comr. Gene Sackett said he 


thinks Bieber's sentence was out of line 
with the punishments given to others In- 
volved in the case. "I think the man has 
hurt our village terribly," he said. "Con- 
sidering what the other prople got, he got 
off pretty well." 


Sackott, however, said that most resi- 


dents are not familiar with the plea bar- 
gaining that went on in all four con- 
victions. He said that he therefore did 
not want to say that all of the sentences 
were too light. 


Police and Fire Comr. Michael Moran 


also said most residents are unaware of 
the actual court proceedings in the case. 
He said that since he attended both Blc- 
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ber's and Stavros' sentcncings he had a 
better idea what was involved. 


Moran said he thought Bleber's sen- 


tence was "fair and equitable" based on 
what the judge said at the time of sen- 
tencing. "He knows a lot more than I 
do," he said. 


Some residents such as Trustee John 


Koeppen said that they do not like to see 
anyone sentenced to jail, and therfore 
would not complain about the sentence. 
Trustee Ron Bruhn said he did not think 
he had the right to question the judgment 
of a federal judge.

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Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on.

Stale officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays in four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will bo licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the state 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays in DCS 
Plalncs, Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village sold Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
Now Melrosc Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntley.III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com* 
pony, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclroso to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


mcuAnn DORBAND, assistant to the 


fire maunal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Melrosc plant. The company lost week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolano, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to. comment 
further. 


Simon Strlckgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano Is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for It: all those 2 million people arc 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHcnry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said ha found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrosc plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailor packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dot-band said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New

Rights suit against schools dismissed

A lawsuit charging East Maine Dist. 63 


officials with violating the civil rights of 
teacher union officers was dismissed lost 
week by U.S. District Court Judge Abra- 
ham Morovitz. 


Marovitz dismissed the suit Thursday 


after meeting with representatives of the 
school board and the East Maine Educa- 
tion Assn. A joint statement will be is- 
sued by the board and tho EMEA to ex- 
plain details of the dismissal. 


EMEA officials filed suit against the 


board in March for allegedly violating 
their civil rights during and after lost 
fall's contract dispute. The suit was 
aimed at a board policy which prohibits 
teachers from wearing buttons referring 
to negotiations during class hours. 
. UNION OFFICIALS contended the pol- 
icy violates teachers' rights to freedom 
of speech. The suit also contended the 
board had violated the teachers' rights to 
due process by placing letters of repri- 
mand in the files of those who continued 
to wear buttons. 


EMEA officials said the board's actions 


were "unconstitutional and unlawful" 
and asked that the letters of reprimand 
be removed from the personnel files. 


Named as defendants in the suit were 


board members Irene Luck, William Al- 
len, Jerry Abern, Arlene Nidetz, Larry 
Reiss; former board members John 
DiPrima and Milton Langer, and Dist. 63 
Supt. G. Allan Gogo. 


Union officials filing the suit were 


EMEA Pros. Henry O'Neill, vice presi- 
dent Ken Howenstine, and directors Luke 
E. Allen, Barbara Danielson, Donna Gib- 
bons, Dolores Nathanson and Jerome 
Slowinskl. 


A SECOND LAWSUIT — filed in feder- 


al court In February by Slowinski — is 
pending. Slowinski contends the board 
violated his civil rights by placing a let- 
ter of warning in his personnel file for 
allegedly threatening two custodians dur- 
ing the contract dispute. 


The union official denies the charges 


and is asking that the letter be removed 
from his file. The suit contends the board 
violated the due process clause of the 


U.S. Constitution by issuing the letter of 
warning \rithout a hearing. 


The suit also contends the board's let- 


ter "injured and damaged" Slowinski's 
professional reputation, endangering fu- 
ture promotions and assignments. Slow- 
inski also contends the board issued the 
letter of warning because of his teacher 
union activities. 


Dist. G3 officials deny Slowinski's 


charges and said their actions were in 
accordance with state law. 


BOTH LAWSUITS are the results of 


board action against'teachers following 
the 13-month contract dispute. In addi- 
tion to letters of reprimand for violating 
the button policy, the board issued letters 
of warning to 15 EMEA officials for com- 
mitting acts of "unprofessional conduct 
and breaching the teacher contracts." 


Charges filed against the teachers in- 


cluded organizing an illegal withholding 
of services in the form of a "sick-in" 
Oct. 25. Although union leaders termed 
the actions "obvious reprisals," board 
members denied the warning notices 
were in retaliation for union activities. 


Complaints to police soaring 
Minibikes becoming maxiproblem here 


Despite their popularity among joy-rid- 


ing children and teens, mlnlblkes are be- 
coming a menace to Des Plaines resi- 
dents as police say they are receiving 
Increasing numbers of complaints. 


Statistics are unavailable but Traffic 


Safety Officer Robert Neil said "quite a 
few" residents have complained recently 
about the pint-sized puttercrs weaving 
paths down streets and over public side- 
walks. 


Others have told police they just can't 


stand the noise, according to Nell. 


The Illinois Vehicle Code outlaws min- 


ibikcs on public streets, sidewalks and 
thoroughfares and they are only allowed 
on private property. Neil said miniblkers 
are not allowed in industrial property ei- 
ther unless they have official written 
consent. 


POLICE HAVE gotten calls from park 


officials, who also frown on the riding of 
minibikcs in city parks. 


"Parents are spending all that money 


on minibikcs," said Nell, "and of course 
the kids are going to want to use them 
but there's no place to use them." 


"They are illegal on the street for unli- 


censed driving because they are unlicen- 
sable vehicles," said Nell. 


Repeated mlnibike violators can re- 


ceive regular traffic tickets, but Neil 
said "we're just warning them lately the 
first time." 


He said minibikes do not meet state 


requirements for size, front and back 
brakes, taillights and mufflers, the rea- 
son for so many noise complaints. 


"A lot of parents are probably una- 


ware their kids are violating the law," 
said Neil. 


MINIBIKING IS also banned in Cook 


County Forest Preserve areas. "There 
are some," said Edwin Moll, chief of Uie 
county forest rangers. "There are not a 
lot, but we do arrest people for riding 
minibikes." 


"It's a pedestrian hazard," he said. 


"Forest Preserve roadways can't be 
used as minibike or motorcycle trails." 


Neil also said the use of minibikes, 


mostly by elementary school-age chil- 
dren poses a safety hazard. "Some kids 
that drive them don't have eye or bead 
protection and when they get going 23 to 
30 miles an hour, you don't know what 
they'll run into." 


"Parents wouldn't think of giving them 


the family car to take out but they let 
them go cut on the street with a motor 
vehicle like a minibike." 


NEIL ALSO SAID police will this week 


begin to ticket adult and children bicycl- 
ists who fail to use or not not have head- 
lights or reflectors on their bikes. 


Bicycle riders must use headlights 


which are visible for at least 300 feet. 
Neil said police have gotten numerous 
other calls from residents and motorists 
reporting near collisions with bike riders 
because they were unable to see them. 


Children's bicycle court tickets will be 


given to youngsters found bicycling with- 
out headlights or reflectors while adults 
will be given regular city ordinance cita. 
lions, said Neil.

nears completion

HIE COMMITTEE, composed of rep- 


resentatives from various civic groups, 
has been meeting once monthly since Its 
formation In IOG7 to draw up and engi- 
neer plans for the $60,000 project, that 
will he used as a bandshcll for concerts, 
plays and other community events. 


The group has about $28,000 toward the 


pnvll:on thanks to a weekly fund raising 
binge night that committee officials' say 
has made up a good part of that amount 
in the last year. 


Members are considering different 


methods to secure the rest of the neces- 
sary funds to get the project underway. 
It would toko about another year of 
bingo nights, sold Treasurer Donald 
Vance, to raise the money. 


THE GltOUP will approach the city 


council and tho DCS Plnlncs Park Dis- 
trict for possible backing or may take a 
loan for, the remaining $32,000. 


"We haven't come to a decision yet as 


to exactly what route we're going to fol- 
low," Pros. Alvln Scholia, said, but we'll 
do that soon. We're getting letters out 
this week." 


Although the group has been together 


since 1967, fund raising efforts the first 


few years were largely unproductive and 
the group was only able to raise some 
$7,000 the first three years. 


MEMBERS SAID they tried to got 


pledges from residents through the malls 
and approached local business and in- 
dustry but funds only trickled in. 


"We tried a number of methods to raise

Special Recreation Assn., each requested 
$15,000 from the township. The money 
would come from federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds. Township voters who attended 
a special meeting Thursday authorized 
the board to use revenue-sharing money 
for mental health facilities. 


The auditors also arc expected to dis- 


cuss budget amendments, made as a re- 
sult of last Thursday's special meeting. 


AT THE MEETING, voters approved

Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on. .

State officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will bo Jlcons* 


cd at least until July 8, when the state 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays in DCS 
Plalncs, Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
Now Melrosc Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntlcy, 111. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolnno, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Melrosc to operate In Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


niCHAKD DORBAND. assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Melrosc plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. . 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client ' 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I "wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any low. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STIUCKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for it: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailer packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dorbnnd said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for'the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the vil- 


lage's fireworks ordinance. "There's no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said. 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
will go ahead with New Melrose because 
it's too late to snitch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have time to change to somebody 
else," he said. "We will take a longer 
look at it next year, though."

at a cost of $27 million. The facility is

$733,000, will Include locker rooms, spectator seating for 350 
persons, un Instruction pool 3li to 4li feet deep and a 10-to 12- 
foot deep diving pool with two one-meter diving boards. 


The pool will bo bid as an alternate when the district takes 


bids for the sixth high school, which is planned far the Win- 
ston Park subdivision of Palatine. By bidding the pool as un 
alternate, the board will be able to decide not to build the 
pool if construction prices arc too high. 


Architects for the district also will present preliminary de- 


signs for the pool to officials of the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board In a meeting July 25 on the sixth high school 
project. If the district decides to let the Capital Development 
Board build the high school In order to get state funds, the 
pool could be Included in the design. 


The swimming pool. If built, would be the first In High 


School Dtst. 211. Board members have been considering build- 
Ing pools at all five of the other district schools, too. Funds 
for the pools would be raised In on October referendum.

service for senior citizens has been aver- 
aging 10 riders a day since the service 
began in December.

Mental health 
funds vote 
set tonight 


The Elk Grove Township Board of 


Auditors may vote to provide $30,000 In 
funding to two area mental health ser- 
vices at Its monthly meeting at 8 p.m. 
today. 


The services, Northwest Suburban Al- 


cohol/Drug Prevention and Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn., each requested 
$15,000 from the township. The money 
would come from federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds. Township voters who attended 
a special meeting Thursday authorized 
the board to use revenue-sharing money 
for mental health facilities. 


The auditors also are expected to dis- 


cuss budget amendments, made as a re- 
sult of last Thursday's special meeting. 


AT THE MEETING, voters approved 


transferring $4,500 of revenue-sharing 
money to the township road-and-bridge 
fund to pay a bill for dredging and wid- 
ening Roppolo Creek. Voters also ap- 
proved giving $10,000 to Senior Citizens 
of Elk Grove Township Inc., for a news- 
letter and bus service. Township officials 
originally allocated $35,000 for the senior 
citizens, but were prevented from dis- 
tributing the money, according to Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's inter- 
pretation of a state law. 


Instead, the township could allocate 


$10,000 to a not-for-profit group that 
would handle those functions. 


The auditors also had previously budg- 


eted $106,000 for three mental health ser- 
vices, and voter approval Thursday 
allowed the money to bo distributed. The 
township budgeted $83,000 for the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Mental Health Cen- 
ter, $22,000 for Clearbrook Center for 
Mentally Retarded in Rolling Meadows 
and $1,178 to Crossroads Clinic. 


THE AUDITORS also will hear a stat- 


us report on the township day-care cen- 
ter given by center administrator Dora 
Fowler. The auditors June 3 approved a 
proposal to establish a day-care center 
run by a not-for-profit organization. The 
township would subsidize, on a sliding 
scale, the fees for children of low-income 
families attending the center. 


Auditors also arc expected to appoint a 


representative to the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center, an agency for helping low- 
income families. 


The meeting will be held at the town- 


ship hall, 2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights.

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Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on

State officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will be licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the state 
fire mnrshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays In DCS 
Plalncs. Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
Now Mclroso Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntlcy, III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclrosc to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


RICHARD DORBAND. assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Mclrosc plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change hb plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano Is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


He. They're'harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any lew. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't bo shot, take my 


word for It: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said ho found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailer packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dorband said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the Ul- 


lage's fireworks ordinance. "There's no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said. 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
will go ahead with New Melrose because 
it's too late to switch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have time to change to somebody 
else," he said. "We will take a longer 
look at it ne>t year, though." 


Both Pair.U and Cooper pointed out 


that violations against Cartolano have 
been for improper storage and manufac-

These six charges against 
Centner Include a loss of confidence in 
Centner by the village board, failiurc to 
perform administrative duties, lack of 
leadership, fallur to promote department 
mcrnlc and failure to enforce narcotics 
law •?. 


The remaining two charges against 


Centner are "invalid" since Centner was 
following the advice and guidelines of the 
village in his work, Hayes said.

Police work has its lighter moments, too...

A father walked Into the Palatine po- 


lice station with his son's plant and na- 
ively asked when It would bloom. 


The father wasn't joking. His son had 


been growing the healthy plant for more 
than a year, telling him It was an orange 
plant and that blossoms were expected 
"any day." Much to the father's sur- 
prise, tho plant was quickly Identified as 
marijuana and confiscated by the offi- 
cers who have been nurturing the plant 
since. 


It's one of those situations that doesnl 


fit the traditional concept of police work. 
To tho average person, the policeman 
hands out tickets for moving violations, 
answers burglary calls, directs traffic, 
chases bad guys and .attempts to dis- 
creetly answer domestic complaints. 


The hard-core work of the policeman is 


what one reads in the paper and hears on 
the evening news. The most unusual and 
humorous situations go unnoticed. 


ABOUT TWO WEEKS ago, Palatine po- 


lice officers answered an attempted sui- 
cide call. Rushing to the scene, they dis- 
covered a middle-aged woman threat- 
ening to jump off of a second floor, 
ground-level, window ledge. 


Police officers usually don't mind 


chasing after residents' escaped pets.. 
Once officers used every bit of ingenuity' 
they had to get a pet monkey out of an 
apple tree. When they threw apples at 
the monkey to shake him lose from his 
perch, the monkey would throw them 
back. When the policemen did finally get 
the monkey out of the tree, the ungrate- 
ful pet bit the officer. 


Another time, after capturing a resi- 


dent's loose goose with a net, it took the 
officers four hours to untangle the goose 
from within the netting while wings and 
webbed feet were flapping in all direc- 
tions. 


Palatine police officers say that they 


run into many unusual situations with 
residents at bed time. 


A POLICEMAN on patrol at the Pala- 


tine train depot discovered a man 
dressed in working clothes sleeping on a 
bench with an electric alarm clock under 
his shirt. The man explained to the offi- 
cer, who awoke him, that his wife had 
thrown him out of the house and that he 
was waiting for the 6 a.m. train to go to 
work. He explained that his electric 
alarm clock, which wasn't plugged in, 
would go off in time to wake him. 


Police officers explain that they have 


to be ready for the unexpected as well as 
the expected. One time the Palatine Po- 
lice Department got a call that seemed 
typical enough. The lady frantically 
screeched, "My water broke." Taking 
the call as one from a pregnant woman 
about to give birth, the police rushed an 
ambulance to the woman's home. 


The woman greeted the paramedics on 


her lawn with "I don't need an ambu- 
lance, but do you think you could send 
me a plumber?" 


THE POLICE officers say they'll an- 


swer any call. "If a person feels that it's 
Important enough to call the police de- 


partment, we'll answer the call. What 
seems a typical call for us is a crisis for 
the average person," explained Palatine 
Deputy Chief Frank Ortiz. 


One Palatine home with a history of 


domestic disputes became a regular 
stop. One evening police officers entered 
through a wide-open front door and fol- 
lowed the screams to the back bedroom. 
A woman, stark naked, walked into the 
hallway and calmly mentioned to the of- 
ficers that she and her husband were 
having an argument, and not to mind the 
noire. She stepped back into the bedroom 
and the wailing screams continued. 


'We do our job, and we have our 


laughs at times, too. It's like anyone's 
job. You try to do it right, but something 
funny is bound to happen," one officer 
said. 


He was one of three officers who were 


following each other with their car lights 
off one night in Palatine, mistaking the 
other patrol cars as suspicious vehicles 
on the prowl. 
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Dist. 211 ivrapup 
Swim pool weighed 
for 6th high school 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of Education has author- 


ized lU architects to design a swimming and diving pool 
combination for possible Inclusion in the district's sixth high 
school. 


The pool complex, which architects estimate will cost about 


$733,000, will include locker rooms, spectator seating for 350 
persons, an Instruction pool 3tt to 4tt feet deep and a 10-to 12- 
foot deep diving pool with two one-meter diving boards. 


The pool will be bid as an alternate when the district takes 


bids for the sixth high school, which is planned for the Win- 
ston Park subdivision of Palatine. By bidding the pool as an 
alternate, the board will be able to decide not to build the 
pool if construction prices are too high. 


Architects for the district also will present preliminary de- 


signs for the pool to officials of the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board In a meeting July 25 on the sixth high school 
project. If the district decides to let the Capital Development 
Board build the high school in order to get state funds, the 
pool could be included in the design. 


The swimming pool, If built, would be the first in High 


School Dist. 211. Board members have been considering build- 
ing pools at all five of the other district schools, too. Funds 
for the pools would be raised in an October referendum. 


Maximum lax rate iveighed 


The Dist. 211 board took the first step toward ensuring the 


maximum legal tax rate under the new "resource equalizer" 
state aid formula Thursday. 


The board adopted a resolution setting a maximum tax rate 


of $1.1533 per $100 assessed value Thursday. In 30 days the 
board will adopt another resolution setting the rate IS per 
cent higher, at $1.5402 per $100. The district's present oper- 
ating tax rate, excluding the rates to pay off bonds and for 
bus transportation, Is $2.1659 per $100. 


The district's tax rate will be rolled back toward the new 


maximum during the next several years, as the district re- 
ceives increased state aid through the "resource equalizer" 
formula. 


The board took the step of adpting the $1.1533 maximum 


Thursday with plans to adopt the higher rate next month on 
advice of Its attorney. The $1.1533 rate is the highest the 
district b allowed without the possibility of a referendum 
once the resource equalizer is fully in effect. 


Once the district adopts the $1.5402 rate, residents of the 


district will have 30 days to file petitions with at least 2,000 
signatures for a "back-door referendum" which could force 
the district to use the lower tax rate. 


Meeting with Palatine sought 


Board members agreed they would like to get together with 


the Palatine Village Board for discussions, but balked at a 
proposal from Palatine Village Prcs. Wendell Jones that the 
two boards hold regular business meetings on the same night. 


Jones, in a letter, suggested that the two boards meet early 


next year and hold regular business meetings back to back, 
with village board members "honored guests" while the 
school board met and school board members "honored 
guests" while the village board met. 


Board Prcs. Robert Creek said he would like to get together 


with the village board, but "I would be very reluctant to have 
a regular business meeting back to back with the Palatine 
Village board" because of the possible length of the meeting. 


Board members asked Supt. Richard Kolzc to work some- 


thing out with the vllagc board.

Former Bridge director declares: 
Greatest gift to a child—your time

Donald Rago believes that time is the 


"most precious and Important gift" that 
a parent can and should Rive to his chil- 
dren. 


For the past 2',i years as the director 


of The Bridge Youth Center, 434 M: E.- 
Northwest Hwy., Palatine, Rafio has 
counseled confused and troubled adoles- 
cents "whose parents have never given 
them that time for understanding and 
conversation," he said. 


Rago's last day as Bridge director was 


Friday and he will accept the position of 
assistant director of Cook County Sher- 
iff's Youth Services this week. 


IN REFLECTING on his experiences 


here, Rago feels that The Bridge, as a 
youth and guidance center, has gained 
much community acceptance and recog- 
nition In the three years it has been in 
operation. 


"People who live out here moved to the 


suburbs to escape the urban problems of 
the city. Suburban residents are begin- 
ning to realize that no matter where you 
go, you can't escape the problems of 
teen-age pregnancy, drugs and the inter- 
personal' problems that adolescents, arc 
bound to encounter while they arc grow- 
ing up," Rago siiid. 


Rago said that many parents are not 


willing to help their children cope with 
the "mixcd-up feelings and decisions" 
they go through during their adoles- 
cence. Many parents leave institutions 
like the schools and churches to help 
"guide them in the right direction." 


'"But, many times, these Institutions 


arc cokl and impersonal, and fail to help 
teen-agers. The problem lies In the home 
most of the time, and that's why we try 
to get the kids and their parents in here 
to talk over the entire situation," Rago 
sold. 


THE FIVE Palatine counselors at The 


Bridge have backgrounds in religion, law 
and psychology counseling. Each of the 
counselors say many times they find the 
root of an adolescent's problem lies in a 
deeper, more serious family problem. 
Many times tho husband and wife rela- 
tionship is shakcy and it reflects in the 
insufficient attention that the parents 
give to their children when the children 
most need It, Rago said. 
" "The parents come in with their kids 
to meet with a counselor. They throw 
their hands up in the air in disgust and 
say, 'I don't know how to control the 
kids. They just don't listen to me.' Real- 
ly, all the problem usually is is a severe 
lack of communication," Rago said. 


Paents arc hesitant to open up to coun- 


selors with their problems and feelings 
when they do come in for a meeting. 
Many do eventually "let everything out," 
and arc able to realistically view the sit- 


uation, and come up with their own solu- 
tion, Rago said. 


BESIDES HELPING teen-agers to 


"find themselves and define their goals 
and their identity," counselors at The 
Bridge find themselves helping parents 
"loam how to be better parents," he 
said. 
- 


"And it's not a bad thing. Sometimes a 


parent didn't have a model parent to 
look up to or follow when he was growing 
up as a kid. Some of-these parents need 
to learn how to be better parents in a 
world where an adolescents' problems 
and feelings cannot be ignored," he said. 


Dialogue and openness is "the medi- 


cine" Rago prescribes for the illness he 
sees in so many suburban families. 


"Lack of communication is an illness 


and it tears a family apart if its mem- 
bers let it. It separates children from 
their parents. We see it happen all the 
time," Rago said.

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Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on.

Stale officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will be licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the state 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays in DCS 
Plalncs, Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grovo Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
New Mclroso Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntlcy, 111. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclrosc to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


RICHARD DORBAND. assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Mclrosc plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for it: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when Inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a traitor packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't."

The Elk Grove Township dlal-a-bus 


service for senior citizens has been aver- 
aging 10 riders a day since the service 
began in December. However, the town- 
ship bus has not left the garage due to a 
dispute over the system's financing. 


The township board of auditors has 


been renting a bus and driver from the 
Ddvidsmuycr Bus Co. of Elk Grove 
Township even though It had purchased a 
bus several months ago with federal rev- 
enue-sharing fundi. 


Township officials have not used the 


bus because of a controversy over the 
right of the township to use federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds for transportation pur- 
potes. 


Illinois Atty. Ccn. William J. Scott in 


Mtirch ruled that federal funds could be 
UMX! only for a purpose for which a town- 
ship "normally" uses Its own revenue. 
Townships do not normally use their 
funds for transportation systems. 


TOWNSHIP officials on Thursday, us- 


ing a provision under Illinois law, 
adopted a resolution allocating up to 
$10,000 of non-tax revenue to a not-for- 
profit, noiucctarian group that would 
provide services for senior citizens. The 
$10,000 allocation to the senior citizens 
group will provide some funds to the bus 
service and possibly put the township bus 
on the streets for service. 


Originally the township had earmarked

is multiple-family housing, and to deal 
with It Schindler has completed a special 
Inspection ordinance for the city.

oped. Pollution control, pest control and 
enforcement of health and sanitation 


codes arc others. But the most important 
thing that Schindler says he tried to 
achieve through the department was edu- 
cation. 


"The best alternative is education, 


educating the citizen to what he's doing 
wrong. That has always been my philoso- 
phy, to educate rather than punish. You 
never feel comfortable reprimanding an 
individual for something that is wrong 
even if you know you're right." 


THAT PHILOSOPHY helped in work- 


ing with the public for good sanitation in 
the city, he said. 


"I tliink the greatest accomplishment 


as far as I'm concerned was the coopera- 
tion that developed between my depart- 
ment and the merchants. Without that 
cooperation I could never have had a 
successful program. I think that was the 
biggest thing." 


And there was cooperation between his 


department and others in the city that 
aided the work, he said. 


"I've never gone to any other depart- 


ment and put in a request for materials 


or help and been turned down That 
speaks for itself. In this city there is a 
friendly competition between depart- 
ments to do a little better, and the per- 
son that gains is the citizen." 


Citizens involvement in pollution con- 


trol efforts is one source of gratification 
for Schindler. "A fine example is the 
work of the recycling committee. That is 
all citizens working and that means a 
lot." 


THE DEPARTMENT also established 


a place which residents could call with 
their health and sanitation problems, he 
said.

211 torapup 
Swim pool weighed 
for 6th high school 


The High School Dial. 311 Board of Education has author* 


ized Its architects to design a swimming and diving pool 
combination for possible Inclusion In the district's sixth high 
school. 


The pool complex, which architects estimate will cost about 


$739,000, will include locker rooms, spectator seating for 350 
persons, an instruction pool 314 to 4H feet deep and a 10-to 12- 
foot deep diving pool with two one-meter diving boards. 


The pool will be bid as an alternate when the district takes 


bids for the sixth high school, which is planned for the Win- 
ston Park subdivision of Palatine. By bidding the pool as an 
alternate, the board will be able to decide not to build the 
pool if construction prices arc too high. 


Architects for the district also will present preliminary de- 


signs for the pool to officials of the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board In a meeting July 25 on the sixth high school 
project. If the district decides to let the Capital Development 
Board build the high school in order to get state funds, the 
pool could be Included in the design. 


The swlmmlnn pool, if built, would be the first In High 


School Dist. 211. Board members have been considering build- 
ing pools at all five of the other district schools, too. Funds 
for the pools would be raised In an October referendum. 


Maximum tax rate weighed 


The Dist. 211 board took the first step toward ensuring the 


maximum legal tax rate under the new "resource equalizer" 
state aid formula Thursday. 


The board adopted a resolution setting a maximum tax rate 


of $1.1533 per $100 assessed value Thursday. In 30 days the 
board will adopt another resolution setting the rate 15 r*r 
cent higher, at $1.5402 per $100. The district's present oper- 
ating tax rate, excluding the rates to pay off bonds and for 
bus transportation, Is $2.1659 per $100. 


The district's tax rate will be rolled back toward the new 


maximum during the next several years, as the district re- 
ceives increased state aid through the "resource equalizer" 
formula. 


The board took the step of adpting the $1.1533 maximum 


Thursday with plans to adopt the higher rate next month on 
advice of its attorney. The $1.1533 rate is the highest the 
district is allowed without the possibility of a referendum 
once the resource equalizer Is fully in effect. 


Once the district adopts the $1.5402 rate, residents of the 


district will have 30 days to file petitions with at least 2,000 
signatures for a "back-door referendum" which could force 
(he district to use the lower tax rate.

Mailman leaving 27 years

And he should know. Behring, 55, has 


been pounding pavements, delivering 
mail and avoiding large dogs for 27 
years. He retired from the Rolling Mead- 
ows Post Office Friday after working in 
the area about 20 years. 


BEIIRING SAID he remembers climb- 


ing trees, relay posts and even seriously 
considering someone's roof to avoid 
man's best friend. "Everyone thinks 
they've got the friendliest dog in the 
world, until the postman comes by," he 
said, smiling. 


THE WIRY, balding mailman said he 


remembers one "friendly" dog in Arling- 
ton Heights that always cornered the 
postman, but would never bother anyone 
else. Behring has worked in Chicago, Ar- 
lington Heights, Elk Grove Village and 
Rolling Meadows. Elk Grove Village and 


R o l l i n g Meadows post offices are 
branches of the Arlington Heights office. 


But the dogs aren't too bad in Rolling 


Meadows, he said, and the people are 
friendly, too. "Rolling Meadows is the 
best office I've ever worked," Behring 
said. "The people out here are a lot eas- 
ier to serve. If you make a mistake, not 
too much is made of it."

Mental health 
funds vote 
set tonight 


The Elk Grove 'Township Board of 


Auditors may vote to provide $30,000 in 
funding to two area mental health ser- 
vices at its monthly meeting at 8 p.m. 
today. 


The services, Northwest Suburban Al- 


cohol/Drug Prevention and Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn., each requested 
$15,000 from the township. The money 
would come from federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds. Township voters who attended 
a special meeting Thursday authorized 
the board to use revenue-sharing money 
for mental health facilities. 


The auditors also are expected to dis- 


cuss budget amendments, made as a re- 
sult of last Thursday's special meeting. 


AT THE MEETING, voters approved 


transferring $4,500 of revenue-sharing 
money to the township road-and-bridge 
fund to pay a bill for dredging and wid- 
ening Roppolo Creek. Voters also ap- 
proved giving $10,000 to Senior Citizens 
of Elk Grove Township Inc., for a news- 
letter and bus service. Township officials 
originally allocated $35,000 for the senior 
citizens, but were prevented from dis- 
tributing the money, according to Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's inter- 
pretation of a state law. 


Instead, the township could allocate 


$10,000 to a not-for-profit group that 
would handle those functions. 


The auditors also had previously budg- 


eted $106,000 for three mental health ser- 
vices, and voter approval 
Thursday 


allowed the money to be distributed. The 
township budgeted $83,000 for the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Mental Health Cen- 
ter, $22,000 for Clearbrook Center for 
Mentally Retarded in Rolling Meadows 
and $1,178 to Crossroads Clinic. 


THE AUDITORS also will hear a stat- 


us report on the township day-care cen- 
ter given by center administrator Dora 
Fowler. The auditors June 3 approved a 
proposal to establish a day-care center 
run by a not-for-profit organization. The 
township would subsidize, on a sliding 
scale, the fees for children of low-income 
families attending the center. 


Auditors also are expected to appoint a 


representative to the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center, an agency for helping low- 
income families.

Fireworks firm may lose license, but shows go on.

State officials have moved to revoke 


the license of o fireworks firm still 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company wilt be licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the state 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays In DCS 
Plnlncs. Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
New Melrose Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntley, III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Melrose to operr.te in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. • 


RICHARD DORBAND. assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Melrose plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartolana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal iviola- 
tlons, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano Is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for It: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when Inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a traitor packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dot-band said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz.sald Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the vil- 


lage's fireworks ordinance. "There's no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said. 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
will go ahead with New Melrose because 
It's too late to switch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have time to change to somebody 
else," he said. "We will take a longer 
look at It next year, though." 


Both Pairitz and Cooper pointed out 


that violations against Cartolano have 
been for improper storage and manufac-

Bauer apartment about 4:27 a.m. after 
someone called the station to request an 
ambulance for himself. Patrolman Rob- 
ert Mohr knocked on the door, and a 


man admitted the officer into the resi- 
dence, police said. 


The man complained of stomach pains, 


and Mohr followed him Into the bedroom. 
Mohr saw in the closet two weighing 
scales and a large bottle containing 
white powder, authorities said. 


Bauer was taken to Northwest Commu- 


nity Hospital, Arlington Heights, where 
he was released to the custody of police 
after emergency treatment. 


IN THE APARTMENT, police found a 


tinfoil packet of white powder believed to 
be PCP; 21 one-grain bags of white pow- 
der believed to be PCP; 19 'packets of a 
substance thought to be LSD; a plastic 
bag containing a substance thought to be 
PCP, and two large brown Jars contain- 
ing unidentified white powder. 


The various quantities of powders were 


sent to the state crime laboratory in Jo- 
liet for analysis.

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Hennessy's 
2 jobs ruled 
legal: Hofert 


Edward Henncssy did not intend to 


violate the law, and therefore did not do 
so, when he failed to resign as Schaum- 
burg Township tax collector before he 
waa sworn In as Hoffman Estates village 
trustee, Village Atty. Edward Hofert said 
Friday. 


"There would be a question" about the 


legality of Honnessy's conduct If Henncs- 
sy had not been under the misconception 
a leave of absence was equivalent to a 
resignation, Hofert added. "Since his In- 
tent was to resign, that Intent constituted 
a resignation," and under thoso circum- 
stances, Hennessy's holding of two public 
offices at tho same time was legal, said 
Hofert. 


Henncssy was sworn in the village po- 


aition June 23, after he submitted a letter 
to (he township asking for a leave of ab- 
sence until April 30, 1975. He said last 
week he never told village officials he 
had resigned, but when they asked him If 
ho had, he told them he'd sought a leave 
from the township Job.

Homeowners to 
pay lower taxes 
for school costs 


Taxpayers could pay $30 less in 


Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 on a 
home assessed at $10,000 for their 1974 
tax bill, according to figures released by 
tho Cook County Assessor's Office. 


However, homes assessed at $10,000 in 


1973 could be assessed higher in the area 
because of tho quadrennial assessment 
this year. 


These figures were based on a 1.48 per 


$100 equalizer that Is currently being de- 
bated In tho Illinois General Assembly. 
Tho other equalizer being considered is 
the current I.S9 factor that was used for 
the 1973 tax bills. 


Nonetheless, taxpayers in DLst. 54 will 


pay less for their 1974 tax bill, says Mar- 
vin Lopicola, Dist. 54 business manager. 


Using the 1.48 equalizer, the township 


tax base will bo $372 million for 1974 as 
compared to $260.8 million for the pre- 
vious year. 


Taxpayers paid about $2.78 per $100 


equalized assessed valuation for their 
1973 tax bill. Using the 1.48 equalizer per 
$100. Laplcola figured taxpayers will pay 
about $2.43 per $100 this year. 


This means the tax base grew at a fas- 


ter rate than anticipated, he said. He at- 
tributes this to tho number of devel- 
opments In the area that have been 
added to the tax role such as tho Centex 
Industrial complex, Harrington Square, 
Sheffield Town and about 25 other devel- 
opments. 


He also said tho quadrennial assess- 


ment Increased the tax base this year.

Doctors will get involved in community 


Physicians should get involved in the 


community. That is wlty Dr. Walter Mill- 
er is helping recruit staff doctors for tho 
planned Community Hospital of Hoffman 
Estates. 


Without pay, Miller, a general surgeon, 


has helped American Medlcorp Inc. find 
70 "top quality" doctors for its 312-bcd 
facility, said Terry Schucsslcr, adminis- 
trator for the hospital. 


Although groundbreaking is scheduled 


for late fall and completion is not ex- 
pected for at least 20 months afterwards, 
plans for staff recruitment have been 
rolling since last November, Schucsslcr 
noted. 


Schucsslcr and Miller have met with 


more than 100 area doctors to discuss 
organization of the medical staff for the 
hospital. 


"UK (MILLER) DID a lot of in- 


troducing." said Schucsslcr. "And we got 
a substantial amount of top quality doc- 
tors." 


"Doctors must take leadership in the 


aren," Miller said. "I don't think lay 
people could make decisions (concerning 
hospital care)." 


He noted that many of the doctors are 


young persons who have practices in the 
area. They are from throughout the 
Northwest area from Mount Prospect to 
Elgin, he said. Many of the physicians 
are excited and anxious about the 
opening of the hospital, Miller added. 


All specialities arc represented in the 


group of 70 doctors — pathology, pediat- 
rics, general practitioners and others. 


THE DOCTORS were cither contacted 


personally or called American Mcdicorp 
after hearing about the hospital from fel- 
low physicians, Miller said. Personal in- 
terviews, questionnaires and background 
checks were made for each doctor. About 


25 doctors may be added to the staff once 
the hospital opens. 


"It is important to get a certain char- 


acter of people so the character of the 
hospital will be immediately established," 
Miller explained. 


Schucssler said the staff doctors will 


not be on the American Medicorp pay- 
roll, but that hospital services and facil- 
ities would be available to them. 


Miller, who is on the staff of Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center and Northwest 
Community Hospital, said recruitment 
for the Hoffman Estates hospital would 
not take doctors away from the two 
existing facilities. 


"ALEXIAN BROTHERS will not be hit 


by this," said Miller. "It has been a key 
In establishing the high level of health 
care in the area."

Miller said the doctors must stress co-

Stntc officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm stilt 
scheduled to conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays In four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will be licens- 


ed at least until July 0, when the state 
(ire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays in DCS 
Plnlncs, Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
Now Mclroso Fireworks Display Co. of 
Huntlcy, III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolnno, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclrosc to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


RICHARD DORBAND, assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Mclrosc plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cnrtolano to ship fireworks 
interstate, for similar reasons. 


Cartotana, who repeatedly has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday thp notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strickgold, his attorney, said 


Cartolano Is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STRICKGULD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
those at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for it: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McHenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailer packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
•I. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dorbnnd said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July 4. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


itz said Mount Prospect expects New

Voters also ap- 
proved giving $10.000 lo Senior Citizens 
of Elk Grove Township Inc., for a news- 
letter and bus service. Township officials 
originally allocated $33,000 for the senior 
citizens, but were prevented from dis- 
tributing the money, according to Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's inter- 
pretation of a slate law. 


Instead, the township could allocate 


$10,000 to a not-for-profit group that 
would handle those functions. 


The auditors also had previously budg- 


eted $106.000 for three mental health ser- 
vices, and voter approval Thursday 
allowed the money to be distributed. Tho 
township budgeted $83,000 for the Elk 
Grovc-Schoumburg Mental Health Cen- 
ter. $22,000 for Cloarbrook Center for 
Mentally Retarded in Rolling Meadows 
and $1,178 lo Crossroads Clinic. 


THE AUDITORS also will hear a stat- 


us report on the township day-care cen- 
ter given by center administrator Dora 
Fowler. The auditors June 3 approved a 
proposal to establish a day-care center 
run by a not-for-profit organization.

State officials have moved to revoke 


the license of a fireworks firm still 
scheduled lo conduct July 4 fireworks 
displays in four Northwest suburbs. 


The fireworks company will bo licens- 


ed at least until July 8, when the stato 
fire marshal holds a public hearing on 
the Issue. Sponsors of displays In DCS 
Plalnes. Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Elk Grove Village said Friday they plan 
to go ahead with displays staged by the 
New Mclrosc Fireworks Display Co. of 
lluntley, III. 


The fire marshal Thursday notified An- 


thony Cartolano, president of the com- 
pany, of plans to revoke the State Certifi- 
cation of Registration that allows New 
Mclrosc to operate in Illinois. 
The fire marshal must give 10 days no- 
tice before revocation. 


IUCHAKD DORBAND. assistant to the 


fire marshal, said his office wants to re- 
voke the license because of "question- 
able operating procedures" at the New 
Melro.se plant. The company last week 
was denied a federal license, which 
would permit Cartolano to ship fireworks 
Interstate, for similar reasons. 


Curtolana, who repeatedly , has been 


charged with state and federal viola- 
tions, said Friday the notice of revoca- 
tion will not change his plans to conduct 
July 4 displays. He refused to comment 
further. 


Simon Strlckgold, Ills attorney, said 


Cartolano is being harassed by state, fed- 
eral and local officials. He said his client 
has done,nothing against the law. 


"You've got to believe me; I wouldn't 


lie. They're harassing this poor guy who 
hasn't done a thing wrong. He hasn't vio- 
lated any law. They're driving him out of 
business," he said. 


STHICKGOLD SAID this year's dis- 


plays planned by Cartolano, including 
Uiose at Dyche Stadium in Evanston and 
Soldier Field in Chicago, will be seen by 
2 million persons. 


"If the shows can't be shot, take my 


word for it: all those 2 million people are 
going to run shows of their, own and 
there will be more little eyes blown out 
and more little fingers blown off than 
you can shake a stick at." 


Sgt. John Tyrell of the McIIenry Coun- 


ty Sheriff's police said he found "fla- 
grant violations" when inspecting the 
New Melrose plant. 


"I went out there yesterday (Thurs- 


day) and found a trailor packed with ex- 
plosives. I'm not talking about fire- 
crackers. I'm talking about bombs the 
size of pineapples," he said. "I would 
like to stop him (Cartolano) before July 
4. He's careless. We'd like to stop him 
now, but legally we can't." 


Dorbnml said local authorities bear the 


responsibility for the fireworks displays 
because they have granted permits to 
let New Melrose operate July -1. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry Pair- 


ilz said Mount Prospect expects New 
Melrose to cooperate fully with the vil- 


lage's fireworks ordinance. "There's no 
doubt in our minds about that," he said. 


Thomas Cooper, director of the Mount 


Prospect Park District which sponsors 
the fireworks display, said the district 
will go ahead with New Melrose because 
it's too late to switch to a new company. 


"There's nothing you can do now. You 


don't have time to change to somebody 
else," he said. "We will take a longer 
look at it next year, though."

Residents of Whceling-Buffulo Grove 


School Dist. 21 will be paying less in 
taxes next year to local schools, which 
will be operating in the black for the first 
time hi at least IS years. 


The Dist. 21 Board of Education last 


Thursday night approved a budget of 
S13.210.2CR for the coming 1974-73 fiscal 
year. It is $1.9110,056 higher than the cur- 
rent $11,660,210 budget. 


THE TAX RELIEF for residents is due 


mainly to the dramatic increase in the 
assessed valuation of the district, that in- 
cludes Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and por- 
tions of Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect. 


For the past several years, Dist. 21 has 


had the lowest assessed valuation of area 
school districts. However, the assessed 
valuation of the district incrcacd from 
$155 million to $214 million last year, 
raising the amount of local tax revenue 
to .schools. 


There were few questions raised on the 


budget during the public hearing last 
Thursday night before the school board 
voted to adopt it. One woman questioned 
the $15,000 allotted for in-service training 
for teachers. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said besides 


these funds, which will be used to bring 
in personnel from outside the district for 
teacher training projects, curriculum 
coordinators paid by the district also will 
provide instructions in the form of work- 
shops several times during the year. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD'S plans for

The services. Northwest Suburban Al- 


cohol/Drug Prevention and Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn., each requested 
$13,000 from the township. The money 
would come from federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds. Township voters who attended 
a special meeting Thursday authorized 
the board to use revenue-sharing money 
for mental health facilities. 


The auditors also arc expected to dis- 


cuss budget amendments, made as a re- 
sult of last Thursday's special meeting. 


AT THE MEETING, voters approved 


transferring $4,500 of revenue-sharing 


money to the township road-and-bridge 
fund to pay a bill for dredging and wid- 
ening Roppolo Creek. Voters also ap- 
proved giving $10,000 to Senior Citizens 
of Elk Grove Township Inc., for a news- 
letter and bus service. Township officials 
originally allocated $35,000 for the senior 
citizens, but were prevented from dis- 
tributing the money, according to Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's inter- 
pretation of a state law. 


Instead, the township could allocate 


$10,000 to a not-for-profit group that 
would handle those functions. 


The auditors also had previously budg- 


eted $106,000 for three mental health ser- 
vices, and voter approval Thursday 
allowed the money to be distributed. The 
township budgeted $83,000 for the Elk 


Grovc-Schaumburg Mental Health Cen- 
ter, $22,000 for Clearbrook Center for 
Mentally Retarded In Rolling Meadows 
and $1,178 to Crossroads Clinic. 


THE AUDITORS also will hear a stat- 


us report on the township day-care cen- 
ter given by center administrator Dora 
Fowler. The auditors June 3 approved u 
proposal to establish a day-care center 
run by a not-for-profit organization. The 
township .would subsidize, on a sliding 
scale, the fees for children of low-income 
families attending the center. 


Auditors also arc expected to appoint a 


representative to the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center, an agency for helping low- 
income families.

Salary raises account for most of the 


increase in the education fund, set at 
$9,OOD,011, compared to last year's total 
of $7,586,135. The salaries required about 
70 per cent of the entire amount in the, 
largest school fund. 


Dist. 21 teachers have negotiated sala- 


ry raises of between U to 14 per cent for 
next year, depending on the individual 
instructor's place in the pay schedule. 
Local administrators also received pay 
hikes ranging from 2.6 to 14.1 per cent. 


In addition, the funds allotted for sala- 


ries of non-certified personnel including 
secretaries, maintenance workers and 
custodians were increased by 10 per 
cent.

for teachers OKd 


The Arlington Heights Dlst. 25 Board of Education ap- 


proved a teachers' salary contract calling for a base pay of 
$8,800 for beginning teachers. 


Tenure teachers at the top of the scale will earn a salary of 


$18.032 beginning this fall. 


The increased base pay represents a 10 per cent hike over 


lost year's earnings of $8,000. Last year's teachers with 15 
years of experience earned top pay of $16,611. 


The contract was negotiated by members of the Arlington 


Teachers Assn. and district administrators. 


The salary increases are substantially higher than last 


year's four per cent Increase in base pay because of wage 
freezes and pay raise restrictions. 


In other salary actions, the school board adopted a contract 


for an approximate 8 per cent increase in the base pay of 
custodial and maintenance employes. 


A beginning custodian will earn a salary of $8,400 a year, or 


an increase of $630 a year over last year's wages of $7,750. 
Those custodians with ono year experience will earn $9,100, 
and with two years' experience, $10,000. 


Salaries vary from the base of $8,400 to tho top wage of 


$10,873, depending on experience and position. 


$28^000 for language aid 


Approximately $28,000 in federal funds under Title I of the 


Elementary and Secondary Education Act will be used by the 
school district for students who use English as their second 
language. 


Tho funds will be used during the next school year for the 


salaries of two teachers to tutor students from homes 
where a language other than English is used.
